Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Today,  for  the  second  time,  I have  the  honor  of  taking 
the  oath  of  office  and  assuming  the  grave  responsibilities  of 
Mayor  of  our  City. 

I should  indeed  be  ungrateful  if  at  this  time  I failed  to 
express  in  some  degree  my  gratitude  to  those  citizens  who 
thought  me  worthy  of  the  honor  of  a re-election  to  the  im- 
portant and  responsible  office  of  Mayor.  Today  _we  drop 
party  ties  and  obligations,  and  stand  forth  as  representatives 
of  the  whole  city  and  her  people.  It  is  pleasant  to  greet  so 
many  of  last  year’s  board,  and  to  extend  a welcome  to  the 
new  members.  The  retiring  members  have  rendered  excel- 
lent service  to  the  City,  and  a similiar  service  is  expected  from 
the  new  ones. 

I call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts  bearing  on  the 
financial  condition  of  the  City,  as  submitted  to  me  by  the 
Auditor  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907.

Highways. 

I have  always  been  an  advocate  of  good  roads  and 
sidewalks.  The  former  can  be  enjoyed  by  the  rich  man  with 
his  carriage  or  automobile,  the  latter  by  his  less  fortunate- 
brother  and  his  family,  on  foot. 

We  have  had  but  little  assistance  from  the  state,  with  the 
exceptions  of  the  road  from  Waverly  Avenue  into  Saugus, 
and  the  Metropolitan  Boulevard  so  well  begun  and  now 
awaiting  completion  and  extension  beyond  to  the  Lynn 
Woods,  where  it  will  connect  with  the  Boulevard  from  Point, 
of  Pines, — in  fact  it  is  the  connecting  link  and  completiom 
of  a plan  drawn  and  adopted  by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission. A petition  is  soon  to  be  presented  to  the  Legisla- 
ture for  the  necessary  appropriation  which  deserves  your 
hearty  support. 

The  construction  of  gravel  sidewalks  in  the  out-lying 
district  has  given  satisfaction  and  should  be  continued  to  a. 
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limited  amount  each  year,  as  should  the  construction  of  arti- 
ficial sidewalks  when  generally  petitioned  for.  Care,  how- 
ever should  be  taken  to  lay  continuous  strips,  but  not  to  too 
great  an  extent  in  any  one  year. 

The  practice  of  purchasing  gravel  by  the  load  from  vari- 
ous gravel  pits  for  road  purposes  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  a 
wise  one,  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  law  permitting  the 
acquisition  of  land  for  such  purposes.  I accordingly  recom- 
mend that  the  Highway  Committee  consider  the  advisability 
of  acquiring  suitable  gravel  pits.

After  serving  for  one  year  as  Chief  Executive,  I am 
more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  need  of  a city  stable  and 
yard.  At  the  present  timie  the  city  property  consists  of

Board  and  to  the  public  generally  that  it  is  most  important 
to  provide  proper  accommondations  for  this  valuable  property^ 
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and  I trust  you  will  select  a location  which  will  meet  wuth 
the  approval  of  the  citizens  so  that  we  may  have  the  long 
needed  city  stable  and  yard. 


Surface  Drainage. 

The  $100,000  bond  issue  authorized  by  the  Legislature 
has  now  all  been  expended,  and  I Avould  suggest  that  your 
Board  consider  the  matter  of  petitioning  the  Legislature  for 
another  bond  issue  or  an  issue  inside  the  debt  limit.  While 
there  is  a very  large  part  of  the  city  yet  to  be  covered,  it  can 
fairly  be  said  that  practically  most  of  the  streets  of  the  city 
where  surface  drainage  was  seriously  needed  are  now  pro- 
vided with  it. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I wish  to  again  call  your 
attention  to  the  much  agitated  and  discussed  problem  of  Spot 
Pond  Brook.  To  briefly  review  this  subject,  the  waters  from 
the  brook  flowing  from  Ell  Pond  in  Melrose  and  Spot  Pond  in 
Stoneham,  forming  a junction  just  below  Wyoming  avenue 
and  flowing  southerly  into  and  through  Malden,  and  dis- 
charging into  the  Malden  river,  has  from  early  date  been  a 
detriment  to  the  growth  of  Melrose. 

In  1898,  when  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  took  Spot 
Pond  for  its  use  as  a storage  basin,  the  elevation  of  the  water 
was  raised  some  ten  or  twelve  feet,  and  a large  territory  pre- 
viously flowing  into  Spot  Pond  was  diked  off  and  drained  un- 
der the  pond  and  discharged  direct  into  the  brook.  This  ac- 
tion by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  greatly  aggravated  the 
conditions.  Since  then  there  have  been  numerous  confer- 
ences between  Melrose,  Malden  and  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board  with  no  satisfactory  result. 

With  an  improvement  in  this  brook,  the  entire  flat  sec- 
tion in  the  vicinity  of  Wyoming  avenue  will  be  greatly  bene- 
fitted,  and  will  permit  of  the  construction  of  lateral  drains  in 
that  section,  which  cannot  be  constructed  until  this  improve- 
m.ent  is  accomplished. 
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Sewers. 

The  sewer  system  should  be  extended  in  some  sections 
the  coming  year,  as  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health 
that  such  extensions  be  made.  There  are  many  houses  in 
the  city  not  connected  with  the  sewer.  The  expense  is  not 
great  when  one  considers  the  convenience  and  sanitary  bene- 
fit derived;  and  the  Board  of  Health  should  insist  that  all 
property  owners  make  connection  with  the  sewer  as  soon  as 
they  can  conveniently  do  so. 


Water. 

The  authority  under  which  we  may  borrow  money  for 
the  purposes  of  the  water  plan  wholly  devoted  to  the  ex- 
tension of  the  water  mains  is  exhausted.  The  extension  of 
the  water  mains  has  been  mainly  in  response  to  petitions  for 
the  same. 

I will  therefore  ask  your  Honorable  Board  to  grant  the 
necessary  authority  to  petition  the  Legislature  to  borrow  a 
further  sum  of  money  for  this  purpose,  unless  it  seems  to 
you  advisable  to  borrow  it  inside  our  debt  limit. 

While  some  of  our  citizens  have  considered  the  installing 
of  a meter  in  their  premises  a hardship  and  an  injustice,  they 
will  soon  realize  that  water  is  a commodity  which  they  should 
use  with  reasonable  economy,  and  that  to  let  it  run  to  waste 
is  expensive,  and  the  reading  of  the  meters  by  the  inspectors 
and  the  water  takers  as  well,  will  teach  them  a lesson  in  econ- 
omy that  will  be  advantageous  to  all. 

With  the  exception  of  Boston,  Melrose  stands  the  high- 
est in  the  amount  of  water  consumed  per  capita  among  the 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Metropolitan  district.  Melrose  con- 
sumed 113  gallons  per  capita  daily  while  Malden  consumed 
only  40  gallons. 

Parks. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  the  improvement  of  Ell 
Pond  Park,  which  already  gives  promise  of  being  a most  use- 
ful and  beautiful  outing  place.  Work  has  also  been  finished 
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along  Main  street,  by  the  pond,  and  a new  retaining  wall 
built,  band  stand  finished,  and  a new  brick  walk  laid,  which 
adds  much  to  the  appearance  of  our  main  thoroughfare. 

Melrose  Common  has  at  last  been  graded  and  seeded, — 
a much  needed  improvement. 

Street  Lights. 

Our  contract  expires  February  1.  A new  contract  must 
contain  several  conditions  more  favorable  to  the  City,  particu- 
larly with  reference  to  the  time  of  lighting  and  extinguishing 
the  lamps,  and  allowance  for  out  lamps;  also  the  rate  schedule 
will  stand  a revision. 


Dix’s  Square. 

Acting  under  orders  heretofore  given,  the  City  has  con- 
tinued to  fill  up  what  was  formerly  known  as  Dix’s  pond,  with 
ashes,  refuse,  etc.,  and  now  has  title  to  quite  a large  lot  of  land 
which  chould  be  converted  into  a public  park  or  square.  En- 
trances can  be  acquired  from  Myrtle,  on  the  east,  and  Main  St. 
on  west  at  a reasonable  price,  furnishing  not  only  a breathing 
place  in  the  center  of  the  City,  but  a thoroughfare  to  a large 
number  of  scholars  coming  from  the  west  side  of  the  City 
through  Emerson,  Vine  and  other  streets.  A Band  Stand 
would  not  be  an  impossiblity.  The  churches  have  put  forth 
their  best  efforts  to  beautify  and  adorn  the  center,  why 
shouldn’t  the  city  do  something  in  the  same  direction?  It  is 
the  experience  of  every  City  that  with  the  increase  in  popula- 
tion they  find  out  the  need  of  just  such  places  and  alas  too 
often  are  deprived  by  reason  of  increased  cost  of  what  timely 
wisdom  and  forethought  might  have  gained. 

Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moths. 

The  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moth  problem  still  confronts 
us,  and  will  for  years  to  come.  A large  number  of  trees  have 
been  pruned,  a work  which  has  been  much  neglected  in  the 
past,  or  if  attempted  at  all,  was  performed  with  much  injury  to 
the  life  and  appearance  of  the  trees.  A great  deal  of  work 
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has  been  done  this  year  within  the  borders  of  the  City  of  Mel- 
rose, without  any  cost  to  the  City.  The  U.  S.  Government 
has  expended  about  S150  at  Wyoming  Avenue  and  Ravine 
Road.  Something  over  S2,000  has  been  expended  at  Pine 
Banks  Park  and  contiguous  property  in  Melrose  by  the  State 
of  Massachusetts.  The  State  has  also  expended  11,500  for 
Ell  Pond  Park  and  Sewalbs  Wood  Park,  improving  the  general 
appearance  of  both  and  opening  up  to  the  public  view  the 
heretofore  hidden  beauties  of  Ell  Pond  Park,  and  giving 
an  entirely  new  view  of  the  pond  itself.  This  work  has  been 
performed  by  men  who  were  given  work  at  a somewhat  re- 
duced rate,  through  the  kindness  of  the  State  Moth  Depart- 
ment and  the  Government,  to  help  them  through  their  tem- 
porary absence  from  their  regular  employment. 

There  has  been  expended  this  year  $10,628.26  of  which 
amount  $2,326.73  has  been  spent  on  private  work,  of  which 
$1,819.67  is  chargeable  to  property  owners.  This  would  leave 
an  expenditure  of  $8,808.59  on  public  property,  $1,904.29  of 
which  is  to  be  reimbursed  from  the  State,  leaving  a total  expen- 
diture by  the  City  on  account  of  moths  of  $6,904.30. 

Fire  Department. 

The  recent  disastrous  fire  on  Main  street  and  the  three 
explosions  and  the  resulting  fire  in  the  factory  building  near 
B.  & M.  tracks  on  Essex  street  sound  a note  of  warning 
which  should  not  pass  unheeded.  I wish  to  publicly  com- 
mend the  Fire  Department  for  their  prompt  response  and  the 
efficient  performance  of  their  duty.  By  the  explosion  in  the 
factory  building  and  the  fire  which  followed,  our  firemen  were 
brought  into  serious  and  unknown  danger,  and  they  discharged 
their  duty  bravely  and  well.  More  stringent  regulations 
should  be  made  and  enforced  for  the  sale,  storage,  and  use  of 
gasoline  or  other  dangerous  explosives. 

The  needs  of  Melrose  Highlands  for  more  apparatus  and 
accommodations  have  been  recently  presented  and  deserve 
your  consideration.  I desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a sec- 
tion of  the  City  which  has  never  had  protection.  I refer  to 
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the  west  side  of  the  B.  & M.  Railroad.  Conditions  have 
changed,  and  with  frequent  shifting  of  cars  at  Bogle's  cross- 
ing should  the  apparatus  from  the  Center  Station  be  delayed 
for  five  minutes  only,  the  result  from  loss  of  property  and 
possibly  loss  of  life  might  be  appalling. 

The  matter  of  a fire  whistle  is  now  before  your  boardi - 


City  Hall. 

I would  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Board  to  the 
pressing  need  of  better  accommodations  and  conveniences  in 
the  City  Hall.  Most  of  the  departments  are  overcrowded, 
more  particularly  the  one  room  in  which  there  is  at  the  pre- 
sent time  the  City  Treasurer,  City  Clerk,  the  Clerk  of  Com- 
mittees, Auditor,  and  Superintendent  of  Cemetery.  The 
Treasurer  is  doing  a business  of  $1,000,000.00  a year  in  just 
room  enough  for  a 4 foot  desk  and  chair. 

The  accommodations  and  conveniences,  while  perfectly 
satisfactory  at  the  time  the  building  was  built  in  1872,  are 
very  crude  and  inadequate  at  the  present  day. 


Schools. 

The  great  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools  is  a matter  which  demands 
our  most  serious  attention.  The  liberality  of  the  citizens  of 
Melrose  in  their  contribution  towards  defraying  the  expenses 
of  our  public  school  system  crtn  never  be  questioned.  I have 
the  utmost  confidence  in  the  lofty  purposes,  strict  integrity, 
and  zealous  efforts  of  this  department  and  its  assistants,  but  I 
believe  it  is  time  to  begin  more  carefully  to  scrutinize  our  ex- 
penditures, and  I believe  that  the  citizens  generally,  whether 
justly  or  injustly,  feel  that  greater  prudence  and  watchfulness 
should  be  exercised.  Efforts  should  be  directed  to  see  where- 
in economy  can  be  practiced,  rather  than  to  excel  our  neigh- 
bors in  luxurious  facilities. 
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High  School  Building. 

By  a large  majority  at  the  polls,  the  people  have  recently 
decided  by  placing  the  seal  of  their  approval  upon  your  order 
to  enlarge  and  improve  the  High  School  Building,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $75,000.00.  Necessarily  the  enlargement  will  reduce 
and  take  from  the  children  a portion  of  the  play  ground  in  the 
rear  of  the  building.  I am  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
High  School  Building  Committee  that  had  it  been  possible  the 
land  on  the  other  side  of  Ell  Pond  brook,  extending  to  Felton 
Place  would  have  been  acquired  and  the  brook  walled  in  and 
covered  over.  As  it  was,  by  co-operation  with  the  Sewer 
Commissioners  who  furnished  the  refuse  material  from  the 
streets  during  the  construction  of  the  sewers,  they  were  en- 
abled to  build  on  one  side  a stone  wall  and  plank  the  bed  of 
the  brook  and  rough  grade  what  is  now  a play  ground. 

By  such  a purchase  now  the  City  could  immediately  be- 
gin a much  needed  improvement  by  filling  in  the  land  with 
surplus  material  to  be  obtained  from  the  cellar  of  the  exten- 
sion together  with  the  ashes  obtained  throughout  the  City,  the 
easterly  side  of  the  brook  walled  in  and  covered  over,  thus 
eliminating  what  is  now  unsightly  and  a menace  to  the  little 
children  and  furnishing  a playground  for  them,  particularly 
in  the  heart  of  the  City.  If  deemed  wise,  the  Sewall  School 
Building  could  later  be  moved  across  the  brook  easterly,  thus 
providing  space  for  a furture  enlargement  of  the  High  School. 


Police  Department. 

This  department,  is  perhaps,  more  liable  to  receive  un- 
deserved criticism  than  any  other  municipal  department,  ow- 
ing largely  to  the  character  of  its  work. 

There  has  been  little  out  of  the  ordinary  in  the  work  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  number  of  crimes  committed  in  the  City, 
continues  to  be  small.  Life  and  property  are  well  protected, 
and  are  reasonably  secure,  and  the  good  order  of  the  communi- 
ty is  everywhere  manifest.

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Charity  Department. 

The  City  is  fortunate  in  having  its  charity  department 
under  so  careful  and  faithful  a management,  both  from  a 
humane  and  an  economic  standpoint. 

Public  Service  Corporations. 

I think  the  time  has  arrived  when  we  should  be  very 
careful  about  granting  any  more  pole  locations,  and  many  of 
the  present  ones  should  be  removed;  and  steps  should  at  once 
be  taken  to  order  wires  underground. 

Conclusion. 

In  closing,  let  me  urge  the  necessity  of  thoroughly  study- 
ing every  municipal  problem  presented  to  you  for  solution. 
We  should  constantly  keep  in  mind  that  harmonious  co- 
operation is  absolutely  essential  and  that  no  one  man  can 
make  a success  of  this  year’s  work. 

While  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties  we  cannot  hope  en- 
tirely to  escape  criticism,  let  us  so  conduct  municipal  affairs 
that  when  our  term  of  office  is  completed,  we  can  review  our 
work  and  feel  that  we  have  given  our  best  work  and  efforts  tch 
our  City.

To  the  School  Comini  tee  of  Melrose: — 

The  following  annual  report  upon  the  administration  and 
condition  of  the  public  schools  of  the  Cit}^  is  submitted  for  your 
consideration. 

Having  in  mind  that  a school  report  should  not  only  give 
information  upon  the  work  of  the  year  covered  but  also  be 
arranged  so  that  any  who  desire  may  readily  trace  the  develop- 
ment of  the  s<*hool  interests  in  the  City  from  year  to  year,  I 
have  followed  in  the  presentation  of  statistical  matter  the 
same  plan  in  general  that  has  characterized  the  nine  previous 
annual  reports  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  submit  upon 
the  schools  of  Melrose.

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Comment  on  Table  II. 

Comparison  with  a similar  table  in  the  report  for  1907 
shows  that  during  the  school  year  ending  with  June,  1908, 
the  average  membership  of  our  schools  increased  13^  per  cent, 
over  that  for  the  previous  school  year  and  that  the  regular- 
ity in  daily  attendance  remained  practically  the  same, — being 
94.07  per  cent,  for  the  year  ending  with  June,  1908,  and  94.10 
per  cent,  for  the  previous  year. 

While  I am  inclined  to  think  that  the  regularity  with 
which  many  of  our  pupils  attend  might  be  improved,  never- 
theless our  per  cent,  in  this  respect  is  2 per  cent,  above  the 
average  for  the  State  at  large. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  table  shows  34  cases  of  corporal 
punishment  for  the  year.  Thirty-four  cases  of  corporal  pun- 
ishment in  a period  of  ten  months  with  a registration  of  3,266 
different  pupils  cannot  be  said  to  indicate  that  teachers  in 
Melrose  are  using  the  rod  indiscriminately  in  the  management 
of  their  schools;  but  when  one  takes  into  account  that  the 
tctal  number  of  cases  for  the  previous  four  years  is  only  44, 
an  average  per  year  of  11  cases,  and  that  the  number  for  the 
past  school  year  is  an  increase  of  161  per  cent,  over  that  for 
the  year  immediately  preceding  it,  one  naturally  seeks  a rea- 
son for  this  sudden  and  striking  increase. 

During  the  first  year  of  my  service  in  Melrose  no  regula- 
tion was  in  force  with  respect  to  corporal  punishment,  and 
records  beginning  with  January,  1899,  show  that  for  the  bal- 
ance of  that  year,  a period  of  six  months,  there  were  66  cases 
of  corporal  punishment  with  a daily  registration  of  about 
2,500  pupils. 

As  a result  of  what  appeared  to  .be  an  excessive  use  of 
this  means  of  securing  obedience  in  the  schools,  the  Committee 
passed  a regulation  which  went  into  effect  in  September, 
1899,  to  the  effect  that  no  teacher  should  inflict  corporal 
punishment  upon  a pupil  without  first  obtaining  permission 
from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

During  the  first  year  that  this  regulation  was  in  force  the 
number  of  cases  was  twenty, — a decrease  of  70%  over  the 
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number  of  cases  for  the  last  six  months  of  the  previous  year, 
and  during  the  school  year  1906-7,  with  an  enrollment  of  3224,. 
there  were  only  13  cases  of  corporal  punishment. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  with  this  reduction  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  corporal  punishment  there  had  been  improvement 
in  the  working  atmosphere  and  general  discipline  of  the 
schools,  it  seemed  that  the  time  had  come  to  place  upon  the 
Principals  the  responsibility  of  deciding  whether  or  not  and 
'when  corporal  punishment  should  be  used  in  their  buildings^ 
Accordingly  the  Committee  in  May,  1907,  passed  a regula- 
tion to  that  effect. 

During  the  following  school  year,  1907-8,  there  were  34 
cases  of  corporal  punishment  reported  by  20  teachers,  repre- 
senting 6 of  our  13  buildings, — an  increase  over  the  previous 
year  of  161  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  cases,  of  122  per  cent^ 
in  the  number  of  teachers  reporting,  and  of  100  per  cent,  in 
the  number  of  buildings  in  which  that  method  of  punishment 
was  employed. 

While  to  me  this  increase  is  unsatisfactory  from  every 
point  of  view,  I am  not  inclined  thereby  to  advocate  any 
change  in  the  present  regulation,  because  I feel  that  the 
Principals  are  the  proper  parties  to  carry  this  responsibility 
and  I have  confidence  that  all  will  yet  come  to  feel,  as  I know 
some  now  do,  that  it  is  quite  possible  to  maintain  an  efficiently 
disciplined  school  with  very  little,  if  any,  corporal  punishment.

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The  preceding  table  shows  six  less  teachers  in  service  in 
December,  1908,  than  in  December,  1907.  This  is  due  to  an 
attempt  to  reduce  the  cost  for  support  of  schools. 

For  several  years  the  work  of  the  first  grades  had  been 
of  the  character  of  an  advanj:ed  kindergarten;  two  teachers 
had  been  assigned  to  each  first  grade, — one  a regularly  trained 
kindergarten  teacher,  the  other  a regular  first  grade  teacher, — 
and  the  work  of  the  grade  was  accomplished  by  holding  fore- 
noon sessions  only  from  9 to  12  o’clock. 

In  seeking  a method  to  reduce  expenditure  with  the  least 
loss  in  efficiency  of  the  work,  it  was  felt  that  if  the  hours  of 
■daily  attendance  for  pupils  in  grade  I should  be  increased  it 
would  be  possible  for  one  teacher  in  that  grade  to  accomplish 
essentially  what  had  previously  been  done  by  two  teachers 
in  the  three  hour  session  daily,  and  that,  under  proper  arrange- 
ment of  the  program  of  work  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
ages  of  pupils  who  were  admitted  to  this  grade  averaged 
somewhat  over  5 years,  normal  children  would  be  able  to 
meet  the  requirements  without  danger  to  their  physical 
wTll-being. 

Accordingly  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June  seven 
teachers  were  withdrawn  from  our  first  grade  work  and  ar- 
rangements were  made  to  carry  on  the  first  grade  beginning 
with  September  along  the  line  suggested  with  one  teacher 
to  a room. 

As  at  present  arranged  pupils  of  this  grade  attend  from 
9 to  11.45  a.m.,  and  from  1.30  to  3.30  or  from  2 to  4 p.m., 
according  to  the  season;  modified  first  grade  work  is  done  in 
the  forenoon  session  and  the  regular  kindergarten  program 
is  followed  in  the  afternoon  session;  an  out-door  recess  of 
twenty  minutes  is  given  in  the  middle  of  the  morning  session 
when  the  weather  permits  and  a twenty  minute  period  in  the 
middle  of  each  afternoon  session  is  devoted  to  games. 

Any  child  whose  physical  condition  is  such  that  his 
parents  do  not  wish  him  to  attend  the  afternoon  session  is 
excused  therefrom.  Of  the  308  children  at  present  registered 
in  grade  I only  eleven  are  failing  to  attend  both  sessions  daily. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  teachers  in  that  grade  that,  while  the 
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present  arrangement  increases  their  work,  it  is  not  unduly 
burdensome  for  the  normal  child  of  five  years  and  that  the 
efficiency  of  our  work  has  suffered  little,  if  any,  by  the  change. 

In  the  organization  of  the  classes  of  the  high  school  for 
September,  it  was  found  necessary  to  add  another  teacher  to 
the  corps  of  that  school  so  that  the  net  decrease  in  our  teaching 
force  for  the  present  school  year  over  that  for  1907-8  is,  as 
indicated  in  the  above  table,  six.

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Comment  on  Table  V. 

In  my  annual  report  for  1907,  I expressed  the  hope  that 
the  cost  of  maintenance  of  our  schools  for  the  coming  year 
might  be  reduced. 

Comparison  of  the  above  totals  with  similar  ones  for  1907 
shows  a decrease  during  1908  of  $4,623.70  in  the  total  expendi- 
ture and  of  $1.70  in  the  average  expenditure  per  pupil. 

This  decrease  is  due  chiefly  to  a smaller  expenditure  for 
fuel  and  repairs,  both  of  which  were  abnormally  large  for  1907, 
and  to  a reduction  in  the  number  of  teachers  caused  by  a 
change  in  the  arrangement  of  the  first  grades,  which  is  explain- 
ed in  another  part  of  this  report. 


A STUDY  IN  SCHOOL  EXPENDITURE. 
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Comment  on  the  Foregoing  Exhibits. 

Deductions  from  Exhibit  I. — A study  of  this  exhibit  reveals 
the  following  facts. 

1.  While  the  gross  expenditure  for  schools  has  increased 
12.6  per  cent,  in  8 years,  the  increase  in  the  expenditure  per 
pupil  has  been  only  2.7  per  cent.  This  shows  that  relatively 
we  are  conducting  the  schools  upon  a more  economical  basis 
today  than  9 years  ago. 

The  'total  expenditure  for  schools  in  Middlesex  County 
during  this  time  has  increased  28  per  cent,  and  for  the  State 
at  large  the  increase  is  33.9  per  cent.,  i.e.,  our  gross  expenditure 
has  increased  a little  less  than  one  half  as  fast  as  that  for  the 
County,  and  a little  more  than  one  third  as  fast  as  that  for 
the  State. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  also  that  while  the  expenditure 
increase  for  the  above  period  has  been  12.6  per  cent.,  the 
increase  in  the  membership  of  the  schools  has  been  18.8  per 
cent.,  i.  e.,  the  membership  of  the  schools  during  the  past 
eight  years  has  increased  6.2  per  cent,  faster  than  the  ex- 
penditure has  increased. 

2.  With  the  exception  of  Salaries  * and  Repairs,  we 
spent  less  per  pupil  for  every  item  in  1908  than  in  1900 
for  the  same  item.  This  leaves  out  Transportation  and 
Tuition  for  which  we  were  then  paying  nothing. 

The  increases  for  Salaries  and  Repairs  were  due  to  necessary 
increases  in  salaries  in  order  to  protect  the  schools  and  to  the 
natural  increase  to  be  expected  with  advancing  age  of  build- 
ings. 

It  appears  also  that  our  per  capita  cost  increase  is  2 7-10 
per  cent.,  while  that  for  the  County  is  10  per  cent,  and  that  for 
the  State  is  14.7  per  cent.,  i.  e.,  our  per  capita  cost  has  in- 
creased a little  less  than  one  third  as  rapidly  as  the  County 
and  a little  less  than  one  seventh  as  rapidly  as  the  State. 

3.  The  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  schools  for 
Melrose  during  the  past  eight  years  is  18  8-10  per  cent.;  the 
increase  in  the  membership  of  schools  for  the  County  during 
the  same  period  is  17.3  per  cent.,  and  the  increase  in  the 
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membership  of  the  schools  in  the  State  during  the  same  time 
is  16.7  per  cent.,  i.  e.,  while  our  gross  expenditure  has  not 
increased  as  rapidly  as  the  expenditure  in  either  County  or 
State,  our  membership  increase  has  been  more  rapid,  which 
serves  to  emphasize  the  conclusion  that  our  schools  are  being 
conducted  on  a relatively  economical  basis. 

4.  The  increase  in  the  gross  expenditure  for  the  high 
school  during  the  period  under  consideration  is  31.5  per  cent. 
While  this  is  a considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  money 
devoted  to  high  school  purposes,  it  is  not  surprising  when  one 
notes  that  the  membership  of  this  school  has  increased  100 
per  cent,  in  the  same  time. 

The  cost  per  pupil  is  the  proper  standard  by  which  to 
estimate  care  in  expenditure,  and  in  that  respect  it  will  be 
noted  that'  the  per  capita  cost  in  1908  was  $48.85  as  against 
$73.96  in  1900,  i.  e.,  the  cost  per  pupil  for  high  school  purposes 
has  decreased  33.9  per  cent,  in  eight  years. 

It  has  sometimes  been*  stated  that  the  Committee  was 
putting  money  into  the  high  school  to  the  neglect  of  the 
elementary  schools.  The  following  facts,  shown  in  Exhibit 
1,  are  interesting  as  bearing  upon  this  statement. 

1.  During  the  past  eight  years  the  increase  in  the 
average  membership , of  the  high  school  has  been  ten 
times  as  rapid  as  that  in  the  lower  grades.  Therefore, 
since  salaries  for  high  school  teachers  average  higher  than 
for  grade  teachers  and  since  high  school  books  and  appar- 
ratus  cost  higher  than  for  the  grades,  it  might  fairly  be 
expected  that  a much  larger  proportion  of  the  total 
expenditure  for  schools  was  required  for  the  high  school 
in  1908  than  in  1900,  even  if  the  per  capita  cost  remained 
unchanged,  whereas  in  1900,  with  9 8-10  per  cent, 
of  the  membership  in  the  high  school,  we  put  24  per  cent, 
of  the  total  expenditure  into  the  high  school,  while  in 
1908,  with  16  5-10  per  cent.,  or  6.7  per  cent,  more,  of  the 
membership  in  the  high  school,  we  put  only  25  per  cent, 
of  the  total  expenditure  into  the  high  school,  or  one  per 
cent.  more. 
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2.  As  has  been  previously  pointed  out  the  per  capita 
cost  of  the  high  school  has  decreased  33.9  per  cent,  in 
eight  years.  During  this  same  period  the  per  capita 
cost  in  the  elementary  schools  has  decreased  only  2.4 
per  cent. 

These  facts  effectively  refute  any  charge  that  the  high 
school  has  been  absorbing  an  undue  amount  of  the  school 
expenditure. 

Deductions  from  Exhibit  II.  The  following  facts  appear 
from  a study  of  Exhibit  II. 

1.  Melrose  is  to  be  ranked  as  one  of  the  wealthiest  cities 
in  the  County,  only  two  cities,  Newton  and  Medford,  exhibit- 
ing a higher  per  capita  valuation  for  1907. 

2.  Seven  of  the  eleven  cities,  viz.,  Malden,  Newton, 
Woburn,  Cambridge,  Lowell,  Medford,  and  Waltham,  for  the 
school  year  1907-  1908,  raised  by  local  taxation  and  expended 
more  per  child  for  all  school  purposes  than  Melrose. 

3.  Three  of  the  eleven  citibs  appropriated  more  for  all 
school  purposes  for  each  $1,000  of  valuation  than  Melrose. 

4.  In  only  one  of  the  eleven  cities  is  the  average  of  the 
monthly  wages  for  male  teachers  less  and  in  only  two  is  the 
average  for  female  teachers  less  than  in  Melrose. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  expenditure  for  public 
schools  in  Melrose  is  not  excessive  as  compared  with  that  in 
the  other  cities  of  the  County. 

Some  interesting  facts  tending  to  show  that  we  might 
fairly  expect  the  cost  of  schools  in  Melrose  to  be  relatively 
higher  than  it  is  appear  in  table  B of  Exhibit  II. 

1.  The  membership  of  the  Melrose  High  School  for  the 
school  year  1907-1908  was  16.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  school 
membership.  This  is  above  that  for  any  other  city  in  the 
County.  This  operates  to  raise  both  gross  and  per  capita 
cost,  because  it  costs  to  educate  a child  in  high  school  nearly 
double  what  it  costs  in  the  lower  grades. 

2.  The  most  expensive  grades  in  the  elementary  schools 
are  the  upper  grammar  grades.  Now,  from  the  above-men- 
tioned table,  it  appears  that  the  per  cent,  of  graduates  from 
the  grammar  schools  in  Melrose  is  greater  than  in  any  other 
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of  the  cities  under  consideration,  an  indication  that  we 
have  relatively  more  pupils  in  our  upper  grammar  grades 
than  the  other  cities.  This  fact  also  operates  to  raise  both 
our  gross  expenditure  and  per  capita  cost. 

Deductions  from  Exhibit  III.  From  this  exhibit  it 
appears  (1)  that,  in  the  amount  expended  for  all  school  pur- 
poses for  each  $1,000  of  valuation,  Melrose,  during  the  past  ten 
years,  has  been  lowest  five  years,  number  three  for  four  years, 
and  number  one,  or  highest,  for  one  year;  (2)  that  in  the  amount 
expended  for  “support  of  schools,”  i.  e.,  for  wages  of  teachers, 
conveyance  of  pupils,  fuel  and  care  of  school  premises.  School 
Committee, — including  clerical  help  and  truant  service, — 
supervision,  text-books  and  supplies,  and  sundries, — Melrose 
has  been  lowest  one  year,  number  three  for  seven  years,  and 
number  two  for  two  years,  and  that  the  average  for  the  ten 
years  is  number  three;  (3)  that  in  the  per  capita  expenditure 
for  all  purposes,  based  on  the  average  membership  for  the 
school  year,  Melrose  has  been  number  four,  or  lowest,  for  three 
years,  number  three  for  four  years,  number  two  for  three 
years,  and  that  the  average  for  the  ten  years  is  number  three; 
(4)  that  in  per  capita  cost  for  “support  of  schools”  as  previous-  . 
ly  defined,  Melrose  has  been  number  three,  or  next  to  the  lowest, 
for  three  years,  number  two  for  two  years,  and  number  one 
for  five  years,  and  that  the  average  for  the  ten  years  is  number 
three;  (5)  that  the  average  monthly  wages  of  male  teachers 
in  Melrose  has  been  the  lowest  for  each  of  the  ten  years  and 
that  the  average  monthly  wages  of  female  teachers  has  been 
the  lowest  for  seven  of  the  ten  years  and  during  the  re- 
maining three  years  next  to  the  lowest,  and  further  that  the 
average  for  the  ten  years  is  lowest. 

Summarized  the  following  facts  seem  to  be  demonstrated 
by  the  above  tabulations. 

1.  That  the  amount  of  local  tax  appropriated  for  all 
school  purposes  in  Melrose  is  not  excessive  as  compared  with 
that  in  other  cities  working  under  somewhat  similar  condi- 
tions. 

2.  That  while  the  expenditure  for  schools  during  the 
past  eight  years  has  increased  considerably  (12.6  per  cent.) 
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this  increase  is  less  than  the  average  increase,  either  for  the 
County  (28  per  cent.)  or  for  the  State  (33.9  per  cent.),  and 
further  that  the  per  cent,  of  increase  in  expenditure  for  the 
eight  years  (12.6  per  cent.)  has  been  less  rapid  than  the  in- 
crease in  the  average  membership  of  the  schools  (18.8  per  cent.) 

3.  That  there  is  absolutely  no  ground  for  the  charge 
which  has  been  made  at  times  that  money  was  being  put  into 
the  high  school  at  the  expense  of  the  grades,  as  shown  by  the 
fact  that  relatively  we  are  spending  much  less  money  upon  that 
school  today  than  we  have  in  years  past_, — the  table  showing 
that  the  per  capita  expenditure  for  high  school  purposes  has 
been  steadily  decreasing  during  the  past  nine  years  from  S73.96 
in  1900  to  $48.85  in  1908. 

4.  That  although  we  have  increased  the  salaries  of  our 
teachers  during  this  period  of  nine  years,  the  average  month- 
ly wages  paid  our  teachers  at  present  is  below  the  average 
paid  in  each  of  the  ten  other  cities  with  which  comparisons 
have  been  made. 

Another  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  the  foregoing 
study  is  the  following.  In  1902  a Committee  of  ten  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  National  Educational  Association  to  study 
conditions  with  respect  to  school  expenditure  throughout 
the  country.  The  membership  of  this  Committee  contained 
such  men  as  William  T.  Harris,  at  that  time  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Education,  Nathan  C.  Shaeffer,  then  State 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Pennsylvania,  and  William 
H.  Maxwell,  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  New  Y^ork  City. 
In  1905  this  Committee  issued  a report  based  upon  a study  of 
twenty-nine  cities  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 

In  considering  the  proper  division  of  funds  for  school 
purposes  this  Committee  showed  that  the  average  per  cent, 
of  resources  expended  in  these  twenty-nine  cities  for  in- 
struction,— i.e.,  for  salaries  of  teachers,  superintendent, 
supervisors,  and  special  teachers, — was  75.1  per  cent.,  and  for 
books  and  supplies  7 per  cent. 

From  the  above  tables  it  is  found  that  the  expenditure 
for  Melrose  during  1908  for  instruction  was  73.8  per  cent,  and 
for  books  and  supplies  5.8  per  cent. 
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It  appears  therefore  that  we  are  maintaining  a reasonable 
, division  of  funds  in  our  school  expenditure. 

While  the  foregoing  study  indicates  as  I have  suggested 
that  the  school  system  in  Melrose  is  administered  with  a 
reasonable  degree  of  economy,  it  may  be  well  to  point  out  a 
few  facts  w’hich  might  be  fairly  urged  as  justifying  a relatively 
high  expenditure. 

1.  According  to  the  latest  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  there  are  only  four  out  of  the  354  towns  and  cities 
in  the  Commonw^ealth  in  which  the  ratio  of  attendance  to 
the  number  of  children  between  5 and  15  is  as  large  as  it  is 
in  Melrose. 

2.  Unlike  many  cities,  Melrose  has  had  no  parochial 
school  up  to  the  present  time,  so  that  we  have  educated  prac- 
tically all  of  our  children  at  public  expense. 

3.  The  attendance  in  the  upper  grades  of  our  schools, 
as  has  been  pointed  out,  is  unusually  large;  and  these  are  the 
m.ost  expensive  grades. 

4.  The  per  cent,  of  male  teachers  in  our  high  school  is 
larger  than  in  most  high  schools.  This  is  a condition  to  be 
desired,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  best  educational  results, 
but  it  tends  obviously  to  increase  the  cost  for  support,  since 
salaries  for  men  average  higher  than  for  women. 

5.  The  school  buildings  in  Melrose  average  smaller  than 
in  the  majority  of  cities;  and  this  tends  to  increase  the  cost  for 
school  maintenance,  since  it  costs  more  relatively  for  the 
heating  and  care  of  small  buildings  than  it  does  for  large  ones. 
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Comment  on  Changes. 

Of  the  thirteen  teachers  who  have  retired  from  the  corps 
during  the  past  year,  as  indicated  by  the  above  tabulation, 
five  only  left  for  salary  reasons.  Of  these  five,  four  were 
teachers  in  the  high  school  and  one  was  a teacher  in  the 
grades  below  the  high.  Formerly  it  was  not  an  uncommon 
experience  to  have  from  six  to  ten  grade  teachers  resign  an- 
nually to  accept  higher  salaries  in  other  communities.  These 
facts  indicate  that  the  higher  salary  schedule  for  teachers 
in  our  elementary  schools  has  operated  to  protect  the  city 
to  a considerable  degree  from  the  loss  of  efficient  teachers 
from  the  corps. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  indicated  in  the  above  tabula- 
tions, Lucy  E.  Shute  of  the  fifth  grade  in  the  Mary  A.  Liver- 
more School,  and  Eva  R.  Crane,  Principal  of  the  Washington 
School,  were  granted  a year’s  leave  of  absence.  Both  are  ex- 
pected to  resume  work  in  their  former  positions  in  September, 
1909. 

During  the  year  Harriet  Buck  Witham,  formerly  teacher 
of  grade  VII  in  the  D.  W.  Gooch  School,  has  taken  Miss  Shute’s 
place,  and  Rose  D.  Lanphear,  formerly  assistant  in  grade  IX 
at  the  Washington  School,  has  taken  Miss  Crane’s  place. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  school  year,  Mrs.  Mary 
R.  Clarke,  who  had  served  the  city  faithfully  and  efficiently 
for  a period  of  nearly  fourteen  years,  died  after  an  illness 
of  several  months.  Mrs.  Clark’s  death  was  a serious  loss  to 
the  schools. 

I am  glad  to  report  that,  without  exception,  the  new 
teachers  who  have  received  permanent  appointment  during 
the  year  are  doing  satisfactory  work. 

B.  Qualifications  for  Eligibility. — Teaching  is  not  only 
a highly  responsible  vocation  but  also  one  that  demands 
special  training  in  the  preparation  of  the  teacher  in  order  that 
the  best  results  may  be  secured  in  the  schools.  Professional 
training  will  not  necessarily  insure  a teacher’s  success  but  it 
is  certainly  a helpful  element  in  the  teacher’s  equipment. 

It  has  been  thought  too  commonly  in  the  past  that  any- 
one who  had  fair  knowledge  of  the  subject-matter  to  be 
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taught  was  fitted  to  teach;  and  there  are  many  today  who  da 
not  fully  understand  that  one  may  know  well  the  subject- 
matter  of  teaching  and  yet  be  an  inferior  teacher. 

Previous  to  1899  there  had  been  no  definitely  formulated 
requirements  for  eligibility  to  a position  as  teacher  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Melrose.  As  a result  teachers  were  receiving: 
appointment  to  the  corps  who  were  simply  high  school  gradu- 
ates with  no  special  professional  training  beyond  a few  months 
of  observation  and  practice  as  assistant  in  some  of  the  schools. 

Such  a policy  of  administration  seemed  to  me  a mistake, 
and,  in  accordance  with  a suggestion  upon  the  desirability 
of  defining  the  requisites  of  eligibility  for  appointment  to 
the  teaching  staff  in  our  schools,  the  Committee,  early  in  1899, 
adopted  the  following  rule  governing  such  appointments: — 
*^Every  appointee  for  a vacancy  in  the  High  School,  except 
in  the  Commercial  Department,  shall  be  a college  graduate 
or  shall  possess  the  equivalent  of  a college  training.  Every 
appointee  to  a vacancy  in  the  Grammar  or  Primary  schools 
shall  have  graduated  from  a Normal  School,  or  shall  have  had 
a good  high  school  education,  and  at  least  two  years^  experience 
in  teaching  in  full  charge  of  a room.  Every  appointee  as  a 
regular  teacher  in  the  Kindergarten  Schools  shall  be  a gradu- 
ate of  some  accepted  Kindergarten  Training  School.’^ 

This  regulation  is  in  force  at  the  present  time,  and  steady 
adherence  to  its  provisions  has  helped  to  strengthen  our  corps 
of  instructors. 

While  the  provisions  of  the  regulation  seemed  to  be  as 
advanced  as  it  was  wise  to  adopt  at  the  time,  I am  inclined 
to  think  that  present  conditions  warrant  a regulation  to  the 
effect  that  no  teacher  shall  be  employed  as  a regular  grade 
teacher  who  is  not  a Normal  School  graduate. 

C.  Method  of  Appointment  of  Teachers. — Among  the' 
standing  sub-committees  of  the  School  Board  is  the  Com- 
mittee on  Teachers  and  Salaries.  In  defining  the  duties  of 
this  Committee,  Sec.  24,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Board  states: — “This  committee  shall  consider  all  recom- 
mendations for  the  election  or  promotion  of  teachers  made  by  '' 
the  Superintendent,  make  such  inquiry  as  seems  best,  and. 
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report  to  the  Board  for  final  action.”  In  accordance  with  this 
requirement,  whenever  a vacancy  occurs  in  the  corps,  the 
Superintendent  places  before  the  sub-committee  on  Teachers 
the  names  of  such  persons  as  seem  best  qualified  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  with  the  facts  regarding  their  fitness  for  the  posi- 
tion, and  the  party  approved  by  the  sub-committee  is  reported 
to  the  Board  for  confirmation  or  rejection. 

D.  Salaries  of  Teachers, — By  vote  of  the  Board  a regu- 
lar schedule  of  salaries  has  been  established  for  teachers  and 
principals  below  the  high  school  grade. 

The  amount  that  a teacher  ultimately  may  receive  under 
this  schedule  depends  in  part  upon  length  of  service,  and  in 
part  upon  merit,  as  evidenced  by  class-room  results  and  pro- 
fessional growTh. 

The  main  features  of  the  schedule  are  as  follows: — 

I.  In  grades  I to  6 inclusive  the  minium  yearly  salary 
is  fixed  at  $400,  and  the  regular  maximum  at  $550.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  general  maximum,  which  is  attainable  for  length 
of  service,  there  is  a special  merit  maximum  of  $650  open  to 
all  teachers  who  have  received  a salary  of  $550  for  two  years 
provided  (a)  that  they  have  satisfactorily  completed  a line 
of  professional  study  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  and  (b)  that  they  are  unanimously  indorsed  by  the 
Principal  under  whom  they  may  serve,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  and  the  Committee  on  Teachers. 

II.  In  grades  VII  and  VIII  the  minimum  salary  is 
$400  per  year,  the  maximum  attainable  by  all  for  length  of 
service  is  $600,  and  there  is  a special  merit  maximum  of  $700 
attainable  under  the  principle  set  for  grades  I to  VI. 

III.  In  grade  IX  the  minimum  salary  is  $400  per  year, 
the  maximum  attainable  by  all  for  length  of  service  is  $650, 
and  there  is  a special  merit  maximum  of  $750  attainable 
under  the  principle  set  for  previous  grades. 

, IV.  The  regular  annual  increase  in  all  grades  is  $50. 

In  order  that  our  citizens  in  general  may  understand 
better  than  possibly  they  do  at  present  the  necessity  for  recog- 
nizing merit  as  an  element  in  the  determination  of  the  salaries 
of  our  teachers,  I am  led  to  quote  a few  paragraphs  from  a

recent  report  upon  “Merit  Salaries  for  Teachers”  which  it 
was  my  duty  to  write  as  Chairman  of  a Committee  for  the 
Middlesex  County  Convention. 

“The  fundamental  and  paramount  consideration  in  the 
determination  of  all  policies  of  administration  with  respect 
to  the  public  schools  is  what  will  contribute  most  to  forward 
the  purpose  for  which  these  schools  are  organized,  viz., — 
the  training  of  young  people  for  effective  social  units.  Social 
efficiency  is  the  end  for  which  education  at  public  expense  is 
maintained;  and  the  necessity  and  worth  of  any  policy  of 
public  school  administration  must  be  judged  with  reference 
to  that  end 

“A  discussion  of  the  subject  of  “Promotional  Examina- 
tions” in  the  December  number  of  “Education”  for  1907, 
in  which  the  writer  opposes  the  policy  of  merit  incentive  for 
teachers,  contains  the  following  statements:  ‘Reverence  for 
the  truth  and  love  for  the  boy, — these  are  the  essential  charac- 
teristics of  true  teachers  in  all  lands  and  in  every  age.  With- 
out them  no  outside  pressure  can  make  even  an  imitation. 
Given  these  qualities,  no  other  incentive  is  needed  to  spur  to 
the  highest  endeavor  those  who  would  find  a place  in  that 
goodly  company.’ 

“These  statements  contain  the  substance  of  the  writer’s 
argument,  which  may  fairly  be  defined  as  follows. 

“The  ideal  teacher  has  subjectively  the  necessary  incen- 
tive to  academic  and  professional  growth.  Any  other  teacher 
cannot  be  improved  by  external  influences  to  the  point  of  even 
a decent  imitation.  Therefore  external  incentives  to  profes- 
sional and  academic  growdh  on  the  part  of  teachers  are  not 
only  unnecessary  but  unprofitable. 

“It  may  be  admitted-  that  the  ideal  teacher  needs  no 
external  incentive  to  highest  efficiency  and  fullest  develop- 
ment. Unfortunately,  however,  the  supply  of  ideal  teachers 
is  not  and  never  will  be  adequate  to  equip  the  schools.  More- 
over, it  does  not  follow,  necessarily,  because  the  ideal  teacher 
needs  no  external  incentive  to  increased  efficiency  and  growth, 
that  such  incentive  may  not  be  useful  under  conditions  as 
they  exist  and  may  be  expected  to  continue. 
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^‘The  great  majority  of  teachers  are  faithful,  professionally 
earnest,  and  fairly  efficient;  but  they  are  far  from  ideal,  and 
that  condition  will  always  be.  The  problem  confronting  those 
who  administer  school  systems  is  how  to  arrange  so  that 
such  teachers  as  are  obtainable  may  be  stimulated  to  the 
maximum  of  their  possible  usefulness  to  the  schools;  and  to 
argue  that  external  incentives  may  not  be  used  so  as  to 
contribute  to  -such  ^ result  seems  absurd. 

“Growth  in  professional  and  academic  lines  while  in  ser- 
vice is  a necessity  to  continued  efficiency  on  a teacher’s  part;  . 
but,  without  some  external  incentive,  there  is  a strong  ten- 
dency after  a few  years  of  service  for  the  average  teacher  to 
cease  to  put  forth  systematic  effort  for  improvement  in  pro- 
fessional and  academic  lines. 

• -‘‘So  far  as  the  teachers  of  the  elementary  grades  are  con- 
cerned,— and  these  constitute  approximately  93  per  cent* 
of  our  public  school  teaching  corps, — this  tendency  may  be 
accounted  for,  in  part  at  least,  by  a limited  initial  equipment* 
Although  a large  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  in  these  grades  have 
a degree  of  professional  training,  they  begin  their  work  at 
best  with  only  a superficial  academic  equipment.  Having 
no  exhaustive  understand  ng  of  any  one  subject,  they  hardly 
appreciate  the  importance  to  the  schools  of  broadening  and 
intensifying  the  knowledge  which  they  already  possess.  It 
is  natural,  therefore,  that  they  should  manifest  little  ambition 
for  growth  in  scholarship  after  service  begins  unless  moved 
by  some  external  incentive. 

“So  far  as  this  -tendency  reveals  itself  in  high  school 
teachers,  it  is  due,  in  part  probably,  to  the  fact  that,, 
although  the  majority  enter  upon  their  work  with  a broader 
academic  equipment  than  characterizes  teachers  in  the  lower 
grades,  they  are  largely  without  special  professional  training* 
Failing,  naturally,  to  appreciate  the  value  of  such  training, 
they  are  inclined  to  put  forth  relatively  little  voluntary  effort 
in  this  line  after  they  begin  service 

“Fairness  to  the  interests  which  she  is  employed  to 
serve  should  cause  a teacher  to  realize  that,  before  she  is 
entitled  to  be  placed  upon  the  highest  salary  schedule,  it  is 
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proper  for  her  to  manifest  conscientious  and  ambitious  effort 
to  advance  her  professional  attainments;  and  to  do  this  re- 
quires, not  only  faithful  effort  in  the  classroom  for  a series 
of  years,  but  also  systematic  study  and  active  participation 
in  associated  educational  work. 

^Ht  is  believed  that  the  practice  of  paying  all  teachers 
holding  similar  positions  in  a corps  a uniform  wage,  which  is 
determined  by  length  of  service  primarily,  does  injustice  to 
the  ambitious  and  efficient  teacher  because  it  ignores  the  wide 
differences  that  exist  in  personality,  educational  equipment, 
and  teaching  power 

“It  is  further  believed  that  a wisely  devised  and  well 
administered  system  of  merit  recognition  in  the  remuneration 
of  teachers  will  tend  to  render  the  public  more  sensitive  to  the 
differences  between  them  and  more  willing  to  indorse  the 
payment  of  such  salaries  as  are  necessary  to  secure  and  to 
retain  the  best  manhood  and  womanhood  for  the  work  of 
teaching, — a condition  that  is  absolutely  essential  if  our 
schools  are  to  measure  up  to  the  maximum  of  their  potential 
efficiency  in  the  development  of  good  citizenship.’^ 

The  schedule  of  salaries  for  principals  of  the  grades 
below  the  high  school  fixes  the  maximums  as  follows, — 
principals  of  4-room  primary  buildings,  $700;  principals  of 
4-room  grammar  buildings,  $800;  principals  of  8-room  build- 
ings, $1,100;  principals  of  12-room  combinations,  $1,300; 
principals  of  16-room  combinations,  $1,500. 

Thus  far  no  definite  schedule  of  salaries  has  been  adopted 
for  high  school  teachers,  although  I have  twice  declared  to 
the  Committee  my  belief  that  the  time  has  come -when  such 
action  would  help  the  efficiency  of  our  administration  of  the 
schools. 

Again  I submit  for  your  consideration  not  only  that  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  in  the  high  school  be  regulated  by  a 
definite  schedule  but  also  that  such  schedule  be  in  part  a merit 
schedule,  similar  in  principle  to  that  in  accordance  with 
which  the  schedule  for  the  elementary  grades  has  been  ar- 
ranged. 

The  policy  in  force  regarding  the  salaries  of  teachers 
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who  may  be  absent  necessarily  from  work  is  indicated  in  the ' 
following  regulation  of  the  Board: 

‘‘Regular  teachers  who  are  absent  not  more  than  three 
days  on  account  of  the  death  or  serious  illness  of  some  mem- 
ber of  their  immediate  family  shall  suffer  no  loss  of  pay. 

“Regular  teachers  who  are  absent  from  school  on  account 
of  personal  illness  of  a temporary  nature  shall  suffer  no 
loss  of  pay,  provided  such  absence  does  not  aggregate  more 
than  five  days  in  any  school  month  or  fifteen  days  in  a school 
year. 

“When  a regular  teacher  has  been  absent  from  school 
on  account  of  personal  illness  of  a temporary  nature  in  excess 
of  the  above,  a sum  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  salary  of  that 
teacher  shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  payment  due  such 
absentee. 

“In  case  of  the  absence  of  a regular  teacher  on  account 
of  personal  illness  of  a continued  nature,  one  third  of  the 
salary  of  such  a teacher  shall  be  paid  the  absentee  for  the  first 
four  weeks  of  such  absence,  but  not  for  a longer  time,  unless, 
upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, the  Board  shall  vote  otherwise.’’ 

E,  Tenure  of  Position  for  Teachers. — In  my  first  annual 
report  upon  the  work  of  the  schools  of  this  city,  which  was 
submitted  in  February,  1899,  I called  attention  to  the  de- 
sirability of  adopting  a policy  of  permanent  tenure  for  teachers 
of  approved  efficiency,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  Com- 
mittee might  take  action  in  that  direction. 

Near  the  close  of  that  school  year  the  Committee  adopted 
the  policy,  in  accordance  with  provisions  submitted  by  the 
Superintendent;  and  since  that  time  permanent  tenure  has 
been  in  force  in  the  administration  of  our  schools. 

The  present  regulation  governing  the  appointment  of  a 
teacher  to  permanent  tenure  reads  as  follows: — 

1.  Every  appointee  shall  be  elected  for  a probationary 
period  of  one  year,  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  if  found 
to  be  undesirable. 

2.  All  elections  of  teachers  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a 
majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election. 
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3.  All  elections  shall  be  for  the  school  year  or  remainder 
of  the  school  year  following  the  election.  ^ 

A teacher  who  has  served  successfully  for  four  successive 
years,  however,  may  be  elected  to  a tenure  of  office  during 
good  behavior  and  efficiency;  but  such  a teacher  may  be  re- 
moved at  any  time  for  cause  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Board. 

F,  Means  to  Increase  the  Efficiency  of  Teachers, — In  my 
judgment  a superintendent  of  schools  can  hardly  do  more 
valuable  work  for  the  schools  under  his  charge  than  to  create 
in  the  corps  of  teachers  a well-defined  and  real  professional 
spirit  and  to  provide  opportunities  whereby  the  teachers  may 
be  able  to  secure  the  necessary  assistance  to  growth,  not  only 
in  the  understanding  of  the  principles  of  education,  but  also 
in  the  mastery  of  the  application  of  those  principles. 

To  secure  these  results  the  following  means  are  adopted. 

(a)  By  a regulation  of  the  Board,  “For  the  purpose 
of  observing  methods  in  instruction  and  discipline,-  teachers 
may  visit  other  schools  for  one  day  in  each  fall  and  winter 
term  at  such  times  as  may  be  arranged  between  them  and  the 
Superintendent.’^ 

Sometimes  such  visits  are  to  corresponding  grades  of 
work  in  Melrose.  Usually,  however,  they  are  made  to  other 
school  systems.  In  arranging  where  teachers  shall  visit  an 
attempt  is  made  to  make  suggestions  that  will  enable  the 
special  needs  of  the  different  teachers  to  be  met.  The  teachers 
generally  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity,  and  I believe 
the  benefit  received  by  the  schools  through  these  observations 
of  the  teachers  amply  justifies  the  closing  of  our  schools  for 
this  purpose. 

(b)  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Committee  during 
the  time  that  I have  been  connected  with  the  schools  to  vote 
annually  to  close  the  schools  for  one  day  in  the  fall  to  permit 
the  teachers  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Teachers’  Association.  While  it  means  considerable  to  shut 
down  the  entire  school  plant  for  a day,  I am,  nevertheless, 
convinced  that,  so  long  as  the  Association  maintains  programs 
of  the  helpful  nature  that  has  characterized  those  of  the  past 
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ten  years,  it  is  wise  to  give  the  teachers  the  opportunity  to 
attend  this  Convention. 

(c)  Other  means  of  assisting  the  professional  growth  of 
our  teachers  are  (1)  general  meetings  held  monthly  which  all 
teachers  are  expected  to  attend  and  at  which  topics  of  interest 
and  value  educationally  to  all  classes  of  teachers  are  discussed, 
sometimes  by  the  Superintendent  and  sometimes  by  speakers 
from  other  places. 

Some  of  the  topics  which  have  been  considered  at  these 
meetings  during  the  year  are  ‘‘Teachers'  Relations,”  by  F.  E. 
Spaulding,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Newton;  “The 
Teacher  Himself,”  by  Rev.  Thomas  Sims;  and  “Waste  in 
Education,”  “Interest  in  Education,”  “Are  Our  Public 
Schools  Reasonably  Efficient?”,  and  “Thoughts  Worth  Pon- 
dering,” by  myself; — (2)  meetings  with  the  Principals  held 
monthly  for  the  consideration  of  matters  pertaining  to  the 
better  administration  of  the  schools; — (3)  conferences  with 
individual  teachers  held  by  myself  on  Tuesday  afternoons  of 
each  week  from  4 to  6 o'clock; — (4)  weekly  conferences  held 
by  the  Supervisors  of  Drawing,  Manual  Training,  and  Music 
with  individual  teachers,  and  grade  meetings  from  time  to 
time  held  by  the  Manual  Training  and  Drawing  Supervisors 
for  instruction  in  their  special  subjects; — special  fortnightly 
evening  classes,  in  connect’ on  with  the  mer  t salary  plan,  one 
in  English  by  Mr.  Orren  H.  Smith,  head  of  the  English  depart- 
ment in  the  High  School,  and  one  in  the  History  of  Education 
by  myself.  Over  one-half  of  the  teachers  in  the  corps  were 
enrolled  in  these  classes. 

(d)  Another  means  not  only  of  assisting  the  profes- 
sional growth  of  the  teachers  but  also  of  enlisting  their  active 
sympathy  and  of  utilizing  their  experience  and  professional 
judgment  in  the  selection  of  texts  for  our  schools,  the  deve- 
lopment of  courses  of  study,  etc.,  is  the  Teachers'  Council 
This  Council  is  an  advisory  body  of  teachers  selected  from  the 
entire  teaching  force  to  represent  the  corps  in  conference  with 
the  Superintendent  upon  such  matters  as  he  may  wish  to 
lay  before  it.  It  is  made  up  as  follows, — the  principals  of  the 
various  schools,  a delegate  from  each  eight-room  building 
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selected  by  the  teachers  of  the  building,  and  the  Heads  of  De- 
partments of  Business,  English,  Science,  and  History  in 
the  High  School. 

It  was  in  accordance  with  the  unanimous  decision  of  this 
body  that  I placed  before  the  Committee  the  recommenda- 
tion that  Frye's  Geography  be  adopted  for  use  in  our 
schools.  The  Council  has  adopted  a statement  of  aims 
to  guide  the  instruction  in  reading,  grammar,  literature, 
language  lessons,  technical  grammar,  and  composition  for 
the  grades  below  the  high  school  and  has  under  consideration 
suggestions  upon  a revision  of  the  entire  course  in  English 
in  the  elementary  schools  and  upon  text-books  best  adapted 
to  assist  in  the  realization  of  the  aims  set  forth.  I believe 
that  the  possible  value  to  the  school  system  of  this  Council 
is  great,  if  the  Committee  shall  give  due  weight  to  its  sug- 
gestions. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Attendance.  The  following  table  gives  data  covering 
the  period  since  I became  connected  with  the  schools  of 
Melrose.

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From  the  foregoing  tabulation,  it  will  be  observed  that 
the  maximum  registration  for  September,  1908,  was  128 
per  cent,  larger  than  that  for  1898,  and  that  the  average 
membership  of  the  school  for  the  school  year  ending  June, 
1908,  w^as  125  per  cent,  larger  than  that  for  the  year  ending 
June,  1898.  It  is  significant  that  during  this  period  of  rapid 
growth  in  high  school  attendance  the  population  of  the  city 
has  increased  only  20  per  cent. 

Not  only  has  the  increase  of  attendance  upon  the  high 
school  been  unusually  large,  as  indicated  by  these  figures,  but, 
when  it  is  noted  that  the  senior  class  of  the  school  has  increased 
in  membership,  during  the  above  period,  twice  as  fast  as  the 
entering  class,  it  appears  also,  that  this  growth  in 'attendance 
has  been  a very  satisfactory  growth,  in  that  the  administra- 
tion of  the  school  is  holding  a much  larger  percentage  than 
formerly  for  the  full  four  years’  course, — a fact  of  consider- 
able significance  when  one  considers  that  a higher  type  of 
educated  citizenship  means  the  betterment  of  the  social  con- 
ditions of  the  community  in  every  respect. 

Cost  of  School.  The  following  tabulation  shows  the  ex- 
penditure for  the  high  school  for  the  financial  year  ending 
December  31,  1908:

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Reference  to  a similar  table  for  1907  shows  that,  while 
the  total  expenditure  for  the  schools  for  1908  is  $1,013.06 
more  than  for  1907,  the  expenditure  per  pupil  has  been  $.58 
less. 

Changes  in  Corps.  The  effectiveness  of  the  school  has 
been  injured  to  a degree  during  the  past  few  years  by  the 
number  of  changes  that  have  taken  place  annually  in  the 
teaching  staff.  In  1907  there  wwe  changes  in  four  im- 
portant positions.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June, 
1908,  Horace  Kidger,  Head  of  the  Department  of  History, 
Christine  D.  Ross,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages, and  Frederick  R.  Willard,  Teacher  of  Science  and 
English,  resigned,  and,  in  November,  C.  Ross  Appier,  Head  of 
the  Commercial  Department,  left  us.  All  of  these  teachers 
were  doing  excellent  work  and  it  is  obvious  that  their  loss 
must  have  been  detrimental  to  the  work  of  the  school  for  a 
time  at  least.  The  resignations  were  due  to  offers  of  higher 
salaries  elsewhere.  Mr.  Kidger  went  to  the  Newton  High 
School,  Mr.  Willard  to  the  Salem  High  School,  Miss  Ross  to 
the  Brookline  High  School,  and  Mr.  Appier  to  the  Girls’  High 
School  in  Boston. 

In  my  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the  young  people 
who  attend  our  high  school  require  that  the  Committee  adopt 
some  policy  of  remuneration  for  teachers  in  this  school  that 
will  protect  us  from  such  heavy  annual  losses  from  the  staff 
of  teachers,  and  I believe  the  adoption  of  a regular  salary 
schedule  for  the  teachers  of  the  high  school,  similar  to  that 
adopted  for  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools,  with  a rea- 
sonable maximum  for  the  various  positions  will  help  to  this 
end.  As  the  members  of  the  Board  are  aware  I have  previous- 
ly advocated  this  policy  and  I renew  the  recommendation  at 
this  time  hoping  that  it  may  receive  serious  attention. 

It  became  evident  early  in  the  summer  vacation  that  the 
attendance  in  September  w^ould  require  an  additional  in- 
structor and  Helen  F.  Warren,  a graduate  of  Mt.  Holyoke 
College,  was  elected  for  that  purpose. 

Laura  G.  Willgoose,  a graduate  of  Radcliffe  College,  with 
several  years  successful  experience  as  a teacher,  was  elected 
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Head  of  the  Department  of  Modern  Languages;  W.  Henry 
H.  Pierce,  a graduate  of  the  Melrose  High  School  and  Boston 
University,  with  experience  as  a teacher  in  the  Quincy  (Mass.) 
High  School,  was  elected  Head  of  the  Department  of  History, 
and  Robert  F.  Allen,  a graduate  of  Boston  University,  with 
experience  as  a teacher  in  Maine  Wesleyan  Seminary,  was 
elected  teacher  of  English  and  Science.  Harold  C.  Spencer, 
formerly  Head  of  the  Spencerian  Business  College,  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Commercial  Department  as  substitute 
teacher  for  the  school  year. 

Efficiency  of  Work.  While  the  phenomenal  growth  in 
the  membership  of  our  high  school  during  the  past  few  years 
may  be  taken  as  a proof  of  the  efficiency  of  its  work  as  judged 
by  the  community  at  large,  it  may  be  interesting  to  note  the 
following  facts  bearing  upon  this  point. 

During  the  past  eight  years  126  graduates,  or  26  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  who  have  graduated  from  the  school 
in  that  period,  have  gone  to  higher  institutions  of  learning, — 
including.  Harvard,  Yale,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Radcliffe,  Wellesley,  Vassar,  Mt.  Holyoke,  Smith, 
Dartmouth,  Bates,  Bowdoin,  University  of  Maine,  Boston 
University,  Holy  Cross,  Simmons,  Massachusetts  Agricul- 
tural College,  Boston  University  Law  School,  Tufts  Medical 
School,  Tufts  Dental  School,  Lowell  Textile  School,  Salem 
Normal  School,  Bridgewater  Normal  School,  and  Fitchburg 
Normal  School. 

Of  these  institutions  Harvard,  Yale,  Radcliffe,  and  the 
Instituteof  Technology  admit  by  examination,  and  the  others 
admit  students  upon  certificate  of  the  principal  from  those 
schools  that  are  on  their  approved  list. 

During  the  eight  years  mentioned,  fifteen  graduates  o 
the  Melrose  High  School  took  the  entrance  examination  foi 
Harvard  University.  Eight  took  examinations  for  Radcliffe 
one  for  Yale  and  twenty-four  for  the  Institute  of  Technology. 

Of  those  who  took  examinations  for  Harvard,  four  entered 
with  one  or  more  “conditions,”  eleven  entered  without  any 
“condition,”  and  seven  of  the  eleven  took  “honors”  in  the 
examinations, — one  taking  three  “honors,”  one  taking  six 
“honors,”  and  five  taking  four  “honors.” 
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Of  the  number  who  took  examinations  for  Radcliffe, 
all  entered  without  any  ‘‘conditions’^  and  three  of  the  number 
took  “honors”  in  the  examination. 

The  graduate  who  entered  Yale  not  only  entered  without 
“conditions”  but  also  completed  the  four-year  college  course 
in  three  years. 

Of  the  twenty-four  who  took  examinations  at  the  Institute 
of  Technology,  five  entered  with  one  or  more  “conditions,” 
nineteen  entered  without  any  “conditions,”  and  of  this  latter 
number  fifteen  passed  successfully  examinations  in  one  or 
more  subjects  for  advanced  standing. 

Seventy-eight  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  mentioned 
above  as  having  entered  higher  institutions  of  learning  have 
entered  those  institutions  which  admit  upon  certificate  by 
the  Principal,  and  in  no  case  where  the  pupil  has  been  certi- 
ficated in  full  has  there  been  a failure  to  maintain  standing 
after  admission. 

One  pupil  who  entered  the  Boston  University  Law  School 
maintained  during  his  course  there  the  highest  standing  ever 
taken  by  any  student  in  that  institution. 

To  ascertain  the  judgment  of  business  men  upon  tho 
character  of  the  training  that  the  school  is  giving  pupils 
who  elect  to  take  the  business  training  course,  I recently 
sent  out  the  following  circular  of  inquiry  to  a considerable 
number  of  firms  that  have  employed  graduates  from 
the  school  during  the  past  few  years. 

Inquiry. 

1.  Does  the  efficiency  of  the  service  rendered  by  such 
graduates  of  the  Business  Department  of  the  Melrose  High 
School  as  you  may  have  employed  indicate  that  their  school 
training  was  reasonably  satisfactory? 

2.  How  does  the  service  of  such  parties  compare  with 
that  given  by  others  whom  you  may  have  employed  from 
private  business  schools  or  from  business  departments  of 
other  high  schools? 

I submit  a few  typical  quotations  from  replies  that  were 
received. 
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Answers  to  question  No.  T 

(a)  think  it  does.” 

(b)  ^‘Yes.” 

(c)  ‘‘Very  satisfactory.” 

(d)  “It  does.” 

Answers  to  question  No.  2. 

(a)  “No  noticeable  difference.” 

(b)  “I  should  say  that  comparison  would  be  in  favor 
of  the  graduates  of  the  Melrose  High  School.” 

(c)  “I  prefer  the  graduates  of  the  Business  Department 
of  the  Melrose  High  School  to  the  graduates  of  private  business 
schools.  The  high  percentage  of  those  who  have  “made  good” 
certainly  reflects  credit  on  the  training  that  they  have  re- 
ceived. The  results  have  exceeded  by  expectations.” 

(d)  “Favorably.  I have  found  them  well  trained  gen- 
erally and  efficient.” 

These  replies  indicate  that,  when  put  to  the  test  of  ap- 
plication in  business  activity,  the  training  received  by  pupils 
in  our  high  school  is  reasonably  thorough  and  well  adapted 
to  the  requirements  of  the  business  world. 

The  incidental  training  that  our  young  people  are  re- 
ceiving through  the  various  literary,  musical,  and  athletic 
organizations  fostered  by  the  school,  to  which  extended 
reference  was  made  in  my  report  for  1907,  is  of  considerable 
value  and  I am  glad  to  report  that  at  no  previous  time  during 
my  connection  with  the  schools  has  activity  in  these  lines  been 
more  satisfactory  than  at  present. 

Household  Science.  In  my  report  for  the  previous  year, 
the  judgment  was  expressed  that  no  more  practical  w'ork 
could  be  done  for  girls  in  our  high  school  than  to.  provide  a 
systematic  course  of  instruction  in  the  science  of  household 
economy  and  home-making  for  girls. 

This  suggestion  was  referred  to  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Special  Studies  for  consideration.  That  Committee  has  not 
yet  made  any  report  upon  the  subject  and,  inasmuch  as  the 
Committee  has  been  re-organized  since  that  time,  I desire  to 
invite  your  attention  to  the  following  discussion  of  this 
subject. 
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Fundamentally,  as  I see  it,  the  end  sought  in  education 
at  public  expense  is  social  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  indivi- 
dual. Therefore,  the  necessity  and  worth  of  any  policy  of 
public  school  administration  must  be  judged  with  reference 
to  its  effect  upon  the  accomplishment  of  that  end. 

One  needs  to  bear  in  mind  in  determining  what  is  best 
in  public  education,  that,  since  social  conditions  are  not 
fixed,  the  character  of  public  instruction  must  change  from 
time  to  time  if  it  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  young  people.  Be- 
cause a traditional  course  of  study  has  seemed  wise  in  the  past, 
it  does  not  follow  logically  that  it  may  be  best  for  the  present. 
Whether  or  not  it  be  so  depends  upon  existing  social  conditions. 

Now  the  concentration  of  nearly  9n  per  cent,  of  our  popu- 
lation today  into  more  or  less  congested  residential  centers, 
has  developed  social  conditions  vastly  different  from  those 
which  prevailed  when  population  was  less  urban, — conditions 
that  require  a kind  of  training  as  a preparation  for  successful 
living  that  is  unlike  that  of  the  past  in  respect  to  the  em- 
phasis to  be  put  upon  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  practical 
studies. 

The  fact,  also,  that  today  the  majority  of  the  pupils 
who  finish  the  course  in  our  elementary  schools  go  on  into  the 
high  schools  for  a longer  or  shorter  period  makes  it  even  more 
imperative  that  the  so-called  liberal  or  culture  studies  should 
hold  a less  important  place  in  our  high  school  courses  than 
they  have. 

There  is  another  consideration  bearing  upon  the  character 
of  the  courses  of  study  in  high  schools  that  I wish  to  note 
briefly.  In  the  past,  educators  haye  generally  held  the  theory 
that  certain  studies  are  especially  adapted  to  train  certain 
faculties  of  the  mind  and  that  a child  trained  in  one  of  these 
studies  acquires  power  of  a certain  kind  which  is  available 
for  use  in  any  field  of  intellectual  activity  in  which  he  may  be 
called  to  exert  power  in  that  direction.  For  example  it  has 
been  generally  assumed  that  mathematics  was  the  subject 
pre-eminently  with  which  to  train  the  reasoning  faculty  and 
that  one  taught  to  reason  well  with  mathematical  data  ac- 
quired thereby  power  to  reason  well  in  any  field  of  ideas; 
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and  similarly  that  one  trained  through  the  study  of  Latin  and 
Greek  to  observe  linguistic  forms  critically  and  to  use  them 
with  exactness  acquired  thereby  a general  power  of  critical 
observation  and  accuracy  that  was  effective  in  any  field  of 
mental  acitvity. 

This  theory  is  largely  responsible  for  the  type  of  high 
school  course  that  has  and  does  chiefly  prevail  today.  Grad* 
ually,  however,  educators  are  coming  to  see  that  there  is  little 
truth  in  this  theory.  Experimentation  indicates  that  power 
gained  in  a special  field  of  knowledge  is  effective  in  another 
only  to  the  extent  that  the  latter  field  has  elements  in  com- 
mon with  the  former.  For  example,  power  in  mathematical 
reasoning  has  a certain  value  in  the  study  of  physics  because 
the  data  of  mathematics  enter  somewhat  into  physical  science; 
but  it  is  practically  valueless  in  dealing  with  grammatical 
material  because  mathematics  and  grammar  have  almost 
no  data  in  common. 

This  newer  conception,  which  declares  that,  in  the  main, 
all  mental  power  is  special  and  not  general,  leads  one  logically  ta 
reject  the  domination  of  the  so-called  culture  idea  in  education 
and  to  substitute  therefor  the  idea  that  those  studies  should  be 
made  prominent  in  the  school  curriculum  that  minister 
directly  to  some  expected  future  need  in  the  life  of  the  in- 
dividual in  order  that  he  may  become  socially  efficient. 

Dr.  Woodward,  dean  of  the  school  of  engineering,  Wash- 
ington University,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  an  address  on  ‘‘The  Op- 
portunity and  Function  of  the  Secondary  School,”  pointed 
out  the  principle  that  should  dominate  in  the  construction  of 
high  school  courses  of  study  in  the  following  words: — “The 
curriculum  must  adapt  itself  to  modern  requirements.  It 
must  touch  modern  life,  modern  conditions,  modern  forces, 

modern  responsibilities We  must  teach  the 

duties  of  an  American  citizen  rather  than  the  manner  of  life 
of  a slave-owner  in  Athens  or  Babylon;  not  merely  what  may 
be  the  solace  and  delight  of  a man  of  leisure,  but  what  will 
increase  his  value  and  use  in  practical  affairs.” 

These  statements  were  made  with  special  reference  to- 
the  education  of  boys,  but  the  principle  enunciated  is  as  true 
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with  respect  to  the  education  of  girls.  Education  of  the  best 
kind,  whether  for  boys  or  girls,  should  aim  at  fitting  them  to» 
discharge  to  best  advantage  to  themselves  and  to  those  with 
whom  they  live  the  obligations  of  everyday  existence. 

Believing  thus,  I am  convinced  that  the  courses  of  study 
in  high  schools,  as  they  are  largely  organized  and  taught^ 
fail  to  provide  a sufficiently  practical  training  for  our  girls. 
Too  much  emphasis  is  put  upon  the  culture  idea  and  too  little 
upon  those  lines  of  training  that  are  designed  to  equip  young 
women  to  become  efficient  home-makers, — a vocation  to  which 
at  one  time  or  another  the  majority  of  young  women  may 
fairly  expect  to  be  called  and  for  which  relatively  few  today 
are  receiving  any  adequate  preparation. 

It  is  frequently  said  by  those  who  oppose  the. teaching 
of  household  science  and  home-making  in  the  schools,  that  the 
home  should  provide  instruction  in  these  lines.  In  reply  it 
may  be  said  fairly  (1)  that,  whatever  one  may  think  regarding 
the  duty  of  the  home  in  this  respect,  the  conditions  of  modern 
social  life  are  so  complex  and  the  struggle  for  existence  so 
intense  for  the  masses  that  it  is  practically  impossible  in  the 
majority  of  home  to  expect  much  to  be  accomplished  in  this^ 
line  through  home  instruction  and  (2)  that,  even  if  the  home 
should  definitely  undertake  the  work,  there  are  relatively 
few  mothers  so  trained  themselves  that  they  are  competent 
to  do  it  as  intelligent  y and  effectively  as  it  can  be  done  in  the 
schools. 

A member  of  the  faculty  of  a well-known  Massachusetts 
College  for  women  in  pleading  for  the  academic  idea  in  sec- 
ondary and  collegiate,  education  as  opposed  to  the  practical,, 
has  said  that  the  ends  of  education  are  three-fold, — (1)  the 
training  of  the  judgment,  (2)  the  training  of  the  taste,  and 
(3)  the  training  of  the  character;  and  has  suggested  that  we 
may  not  hope  to  secure  these  ends  if  we  lose  the  academic 
ideal  in  our  work. 

Such  argument  is  based  upon  the  old  formal  discipline- 
idea,  and  its  fallacy  is  apparent  when  one  remembers  that  all 
judgment  which  is  of  value  is  judgment  in  a special  field,  that 
all  taste  which  is  valuable  is  special  taste,  and  that  character- 
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is  formed  not  so  much  by  special  lines  of  study  as  by  the  in- 
tellectual and  moral  re-actions  that  are  stimulated  in  us  by 
the  methods  of  approach  to  our  studies,  by  the  regime  of  the 
school  and  the  home,  and  as  the  result  of  our  social  experiences 
in  general. 

The  foregoing  considerations  appear  to  justify  the  con- 
clusion that  the  courses  of  study  for  girls  in  high  schools 
should  make  ample  provision  for  systematic  instruction  in  the 
science  of  home-making. 

Some  of  the  lines  of  work  that  may  well  be  included  under 
this  head  are  as  follows, — sewing,  embroidery,  dressmaking, 
millinery,  cooking  (including  not  only  the  preparation  of  food 
but  the  chemical  nature  and  relative  values  of  food  materials), 
dietetics,  nursing,  sanitary  science  as  applied  to  the  home,  the 
arrangement,  care,  and  decoration  of  the  home,  and  home  econo- 
mics. 

Some  of  the  results  that  we  may  fairly  expect  to  be  de- 
veloped by  the  proper  teaching  of  these  subjects  in  the 
schools  are  these, — 

1.  Higher  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  home  duties 
and  of  the  significance  of  the  home  as  a social  institution; 
and,  when  we  note  the  present-day  tendency  away  from 
home  and  the  fact  that  in  our  American  society  there  is 
one  divorce  to  every  twelve  marriages,  it  will  appear, 
I think,  that  the  accomplishment  of  this  result  in  our 
schools  has  distinct  social  value. 

2.  A deeper  sense  of  woman's  responsibility  in  home- 
making. 

3.  Increased  capability  in  the  management  of  a house- 
hold and  in  the  performance  of  household  duties  if  nec- 
essary. 

4.  A lengthening  of  the  average  period  of  school  life 
of  our  girls,  which,  I think,  would  be  a social  gain. 

5.  Not  only  power  that  is  directly  available  in  after 
life,  but  also  increased  respect  for  work  and  the  worker 
as  pupils  realize  through  personal  experience  the  manual 
skill  and  artistic  sense  required  for  a successful  milliner 
or  dressmaker;  and,  to  the  extent  to  which  this  is  so, 
such  training  is  effective  as  a social  solvent. 
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The  method  by  which  these  more  practical  lines  of  work 
may  be  introduced  into  a curriculum  that  already  seems  con- 
gested, are  not  matters  for  extended  consideration  at  the 
present  time.  Nevertheless  permit  me,  without  any  discussion, 
to  make  a few  suggestions  bearing  upon  this  point. 

1.  More  or  less  of  the  work  now  done  in  certain  lines  of 
academic  study  might  well  be  eliminated  and  the  time 
thus  gained  given  over  to  the  suggested  practical  studies. 

2.  Subjects  of  study  in  high  schools  should  be  almost 
wholly  elective,  so  that  to  every  girl  who  attends  these 
schools  there  might  be  open  the  opportunity  to  take  work 
in  the  practical  lines  indicated;  and  I conceive  it  to  be 
the  duty  of  those  who  administer  high  schools  to  do  what 
they  fairly  may  to  dignify  and  make  attractive  courses 
in  the  practical  subjects. 

3.  For  such  as  may  desire  a fairly  full  course  of  training 
in  household  science,  it  would  be  reasonable,  I think,  to 
arrange  so  that  about  one-third  of  the  points  required 
for  graduation  should  be  secured  in  the  line  of  the  sub- 
jects suggested  and  two-thirds  in  the  so-called  academic 
studies. 

4.  I think,  also,  that  it  would  help  on  the  realization  of 
more  practical  courses  for  girls  in  the  high  schools,  if 
all  colleges  for  women  would  enlarge  their  field  of  use- 
fulness by  recognizing  faithfulness  and  proficiency  in  the 
pursuit  of  domestic  subjects  in  the  secondary  school  as 
part  of  the  preparation  which  renders  a girl  fit  to  take 
up  a collegiate  course. 

I trust  that  the  possibility  of  providing  opportunity  in 
the  Melrose  High  School  for  girls  to  receive  training  along 
this  line  may  receive  thoughtful  consideration  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Stamp -Savings  System. 

Dr.  A.  E.  Winship,  editor  of  the  Journal  of  Education, 
begins  his  excellent  work  entitled  “Jukes-Edwards"’  with  the 
following  statement: — “Education  is  something  more  than.. 
knowing  how  to  read  and  write,  it  has  to  do  with 
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character,  with  industry,  and  with  patriotism.  Education 
tends  to  do  away  with  vulgarity,  pauperism,  and  crime;  tends 
to  prevent  disease  and  disgrace,  and  helps  to  manliness,  success 
and  loyalty.’^ 

It  is  well  to  be  reminded  occasionally  of  this  view  of 
education,  because  it  is  too  commonly  the  case  that  an  edu- 
cated man  is  considered  simply  as  one  who  knows  consider- 
able of  the  different  subjects  of  the  school  curriculum  and 
that  the  success  of  educational  institutions  is  judged  solely 
by  the  degree  to  which  they  contribute  to  such  knowledge.  As 
a matter  of  fact,  one  may  know  a great  deal  of  science,  lan- 
guage, history,  etc.,  and  still  be  to  a considerable  degree  un- 
educated, in  that  those  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  have 
not  been  developed  in  him  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  de- 
veloped in  order  that  he  may  live  his  life  in  a way  that  shall 
tend  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  society. 

There  is  no  good  reason  for  the  support  of  public  schools 
unless  it  be  to  afford  the  individual  an  opportunity  to  become 
more  efficient  than  he  otherwise  might  be  as  a social  unit. 
Therefore,  those  things  ought  primarily  to  be  emphasized  in 
the  educational  work  of  the  public  schools  wffiich  are  most 
demanded  in  contemporary  social  existence. 

Now,  what  is  it  that  lies  at  the  root  of  the  social  ills  of 
the  time?  Is  more  knowledge  or  better  character  the  primary 
need,  in  order  that  our  daily  papers  may  not  reek  with  records 
of  public  and  private  dishonor?  The  great  demand,  as  it 
appears  to  me,  is  for  a prevailing  higher  standard  of  character 
in  our  citizenship.  If  this  be  so,  then  whatever  can  be  incor- 
porated into  the  ^vork  of  the  schools  to  further  that  end  de- 
serves serious  consideration.  It  was  with  this  thought  in 
mind  that,  at  a meeting  of  the  school  Committee  held  Febru- 
ary 24,  1908,  I called  attention  to  the  desirability  of  in- 
augurating a system  of  “Stamp  Savings”  in  our  schools.  Mr. 
F.  P.  Shumway,  a trustee  of  the  Melrose  Savings  Bank,  was 
present  at  this  meeting  and  expressed  the  willingness  of  the 
Bank  to  cooperate  with  the  Committee  in  carrying  on  such 
work. 

At  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  the  idea  was 
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formerly  indorsed  and  a special  committee,  consisting  of 
Oscar  F.  Frost,  George  H.  Hill,  and  Sarah  A.  Day,  was  ap- 
pointed to  cooperate  with  committees  from  the  Savings  Bank, 
the  Melrose  Woman’s  Club,  and  the  Melrose  Highlands  Wo- 
man’s Club,  ill  establishing  a system  of  Stamp  Savings  in  the 
schools. 

The  Cooperating  committees  were  from  the  Melrose  High- 
lands Woman’s  Club,  Lucy  G.  Buck,  Mary  A.  Patten^  and 
Harriet  S.  Wood;  from  the  Melrose  Woman’s  Club,  Mary  D. 
Dike,  Anna  T.  Bush,  Emily  B.  Brown,  Hattie  A.  Gray,  and 
Adaline  G.  Reed;  and  from  the  Melrose  Savings  Bank,  Frank- 
lin P.  Shumway,  John  Larrabee,  and  George  R.  Jones. 

All  printed  matter,  including  stamps  for  sale,  is  furnished 
by  the  Bank,  so  that  the  system  has  been  introduced  without 
cost  to  the  School  Department. 

The  main  features  with  relation  to  the  operation  of  the 
system  are  as  follows: — Collectors  designated  by  the  Woman’s 
Clubs  are  furnished  at  the  office  of  the  School  Department 
with  stamps  in  denominations  of  Ic,  5c,  10c,  and  25c,  and  visit 
the  schools  once  a week  to  sell  them  to  such  pupils  as  may  wish 
to  make  deposits.  All  money  received  for  deposit  is  turned 
over  by  the  collectors  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who, 
as  Treasurer  of  the  system,  deposits  the  same  in  the  Melrose 
Savings  Bank.  Each  depositor  is  furnished  with  a card  upon 
which  to  stick  the  stamps  that  he  purchases. 

When  a pupil  has  accumulated  at  least  one  dollar’s  worth 
of  stamps,  he  may  present  his  card  at  the  Bank  and  have  the 
amount  indicated  on  the  card  credited  to  his  personal  account, 
and  as  soon  as  that  account  shows  a credit  of  three  dollars  it 
begins  to  draw  interest. 

The  idea  of  a stamp  savings  system  in  schools  is  by  no 
means  new  in  the  educational  world.  Such  systems  have  been 
in  use  in  European  schools  since  1834  and  for  something  over 
twenty  years  in  this  country. 

Speaking  of  the  merit  of  the  idea.  Dr.  Wm.  T.  Harris, 
Ex-Commissioner  of  Education  for  the  United  States,  says: — 
^‘The  system  tends  to  prevent  pauperism,  crime,  intemper- 
ance, prodigality,  and  various  vices,  and  to  make  children 
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thrifty,  orderly,  economical,  and  discriminating  in  the  use  of 
money.  It  has  its  influence  upon  all  phases  of  economy  and 
propogates  virtue.” 

The  following  data  taken  February  16,  1909,  after  the 
system  had  been  in  operation  for  twenty-nine  school  weeks 
amply  justify  its  inauguration  and  continued  use: —

School  Athletics. 

Athletic  sports  have  a prominent  place  in  the  school  life 
of  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  present  day  during  the  upper 
grammar  and  high  school  period.  In  the  minds  of  some  too 
great  prominence  is  given  such  sports.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
the  best  interests  of  young  people  under  modern  conditions 
require  that  the  schools  give  more  attention  than  formerly 
to  athletics.  In  the  past,  when  population  was  less  urban 
than  it  is  today,  there  were  opportunities  and  social  necessities 
for  work  which  not  only  served  to  keep  young  people  from 
street  loafing  but  also  provided  them  with  healthy  interests 
and  gave  the  needed  exercise  to  develop  physical  vigor  and 
endurance.  Consequently  there  was  little  need  for  the 
schools  to  consider  the  matter  of  physical  training  for  young 
people.  As  population  has  become  concentrated,  however, 
social  conditions  have  changed  and,  as  a result,  changes  are 
demanded  in  the  work  of  the  schools,  in  order  that  they  may 
meet  the  educational  needs  of  young  people.  With  the  de- 
cline in  the  opportunity  and  necessity  for  the  performance  of 
home  tasks  by  children  in  urban  communities,  there  has  grown 
up  increased  necessity  for  the  schools  to  provide  opportunity 
for  physical  developm.ent.  With  reference  to  this  necessity, 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  has  said; — 
“For  the  city  boy  there  is  no  longer  wood  to  split,  water  to 
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carry,  nor  milking  to  do The  disciplinary  value 

of  doing  the  chores  must  be  provided  for  the  city  boys  and 
girls,  or  we  shall  raise  up  a lot  of  non-compative  characters 
that  will  be  utterly  lacking  in  leadership,  in  initiative,  in  sterl- 
ing manhood  and  womanhood.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the 
performance  of  physical  skill,  requiring  vigorous  mental  and 
volitional  activity,  is  the  best  preparation  for  the  proper  de- 
velopment of  the  ability  to  solve  successfully  the  problems  of 
life.” 

The  above  thought  suggests  sufficient  reason,  it  seems  to 
me,  why  athletic  sports  should  have  recognized  standing  in 
city  school  systems  today. 

It  is  equally  clear,  I think,  that,  if  the  schools  are  to  foster 
athletics,  those  interests  should  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
school  authorities.  In  an  address  on  ‘‘Physical  Training 
and  Athletics  in  the  Schools,”  given  before  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers^  Association,  Dr.  Andrew  S.  Draper,  Commissioner 
of  Education  for  New  York  State,  summed  up  his  belief  re- 
garding the  position  that  athletics  should  hold  in  the  schools 
in  the  following  statement: — “Physical  training  and  open-air 
play  are  very  great  factors  in  the  development  of  men  and  in 
the  evolution  of  the  social  health  of  a people.  Educational 
administration  should  make  use  of  them  and  should  be  held 
responsible  for  keeping  them  clean  and  making  the  most  of 
them.  In  the  athletics  of  the  school  system,  as  in  everything 
else  associated  with  the  schools,  the  government  of  the  schools 
is  bound  to  govern.” 

It  has  been  demonstrated  by  experience  that  the  character 
of  the  results  from  athletics  in  connection  with  schools  de- 
pends upon  the  method  of  management.  Left  to  the  unsu- 
pervised management  of  pupils,  as  has  been  too  largely  the 
practice  in  most  schools  in  the  past,  the  results  have  been  more 
or  less  detrimental  to  the  intellectual,  physical,  and  moral 
well-being  of  the  young  people.  Properly  controlled  athletics  in 
schools  may  be  expected  to  contribute  to  scholarship ; to  increase 
physical  vigor;  to  develop  leadership,  courage  and  self-control; 
to  teach,  through  team  work,  the  important  social  lesson  of 
subordinating  self  to  the  interests  of  the  whole;  and  to  stimu- 
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late  a respect  for  physical  being  which  will  act  as  a check 
upon  indulgence  in  vices  and  habits  calculated  to  hinder  the 
best  physical  development. 

Believing  thus  I recommended  in  my  annual  report  for 
1907  that  the  School  Committee  take  official  control  of  the 
athletic  interests  in  both  the  high  and  grammar  schools  of  the 
City.  That  recommendation  was  approved  and  the  following 
regulations  prepared  by  committees  appointed  by  authority 
of  the  Board  were  adopted  for  the  government  of  athletics 
in  the  Melrose  Public  Schools. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MELROSE  HIGH  SCHOOL 
ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION. 

Adopted  by  the  School  Committee,  June  29,  1908. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Melrose  High 
School  Athletic  Association. 

ARTICLE  11. 

The  object  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  administer  the 
athletic  affairs  of  the  Melrose  High  School  in  such  a way  that 
they  may  be  of  distinct  benefit  to  the  entire  student  body 
mentally,  morally,  and  physically. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Membership. 

1.  Any  member  of  either  the  student,  faculty,  or  alumni 
bodies  of  the  Melrose  High  School  may  become  a member  of 
this  association  on  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  such  membership  to  extend 
through  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  paid  to  the  Secretary- 
‘ Treasurer  will  enable  any  person  to  become  an  honorary  mem- 
ber of  this  association. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Administration. 

1.  The  affairs  of  this  association  shall  be  administered 
by  a governing  board. 

2.  This  board  shall  consist  of  four  undergraduates,  one 
from  each  class,  two  graduates,  and  three  teachers,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  the  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

3.  The  undergraduates  shall  be  elected  by  and  from  the 
members  of  the  Association  of  their  respective  classes.  The 
graduates  and  teachers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Principal 
of  the  High  School. 

4.  The  members  of  this  Board  shall  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed before  the  completion  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  the 
school  year. 

5.  The  officers  of  this  board  shall  consist  of  a President, 
Vice-President,  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  the  latter  to  be 
chosen  from  the  faculty  representatives,  whose  duties  shall 
be  those  usually  pertaining  to  these  offices. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Duties  of  the  Governing  Board. 

1.  The  Governing  Board  shall  have  power  to  decide 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  athletics  of  the  Melrose  High 
School  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

2.  The  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  President  and  Secretary. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to  meet  and  con- 
sider any  request  from  the  student  body,  when  such  request 
is  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  twenty  members  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  I 

Finances. 

1.  The  finances  of  the  association  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Governing  Board. 

2.  No  Captain,  manager,  or  any  other  person  shall  con- 
tract any  bills  or  purchase  any  goods  without  the  consent  of 
the  Board. 
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3.  An  itemized  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenses 
shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  board  at 
any  time. 

4.  Annually,  in  June,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  an  itemized  account  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  athletic  interests  of  the  High  School. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Captains  and  Managers. 

1.  The  Captains  of  the  various  teams  representing  this 
association  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  such  teams  at 
the  close  of  their  respective  seasons. 

2.  Any  man  who  shall  have  played  in  any  part  of  a 
league  game  in  either  base  ball,  basket  ball,  foot  ball,  or  hock- 
ey, shall  be  considered  a member  of  the  team  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  school  emblem.  If  however,  no  league  is  main- 
tained in  any  of  the  above  sports,  the  granting  of  the  school 
emblem  shall  be  decided  by  the  Governing  Board. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  school  emblem 
who  has  been  permanently  disqualified  on  account  of  poor 
scholarship  or  deportment. 

4.  Meetings  for  the  election  of  Captain  shall  be  called 
by  one  of  the  faculty  members  of  the  Board. 

5.  The  managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Governing 
Board. 

6.  All  schedules  must  be  approved  by  the  Principal  of 
the  High  School. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Eligibility. 

1.  No  one  shall  play  on  any  team  who  is  not  a member 
of  this  association. 

2.  No  one  shall  play  on  any  team  who  has  failed  to  se- 
cure a full  promotion  until  all  conditions  are  made  up. 

3.  No  one  shall  play  on  any  team  who  is  not  taking  the 
minimum  amount  of  work  prescribed  by  the  school,  and  who 
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does  not  maintain  a weekly  passable  standard,  not  only  in 
scholarship,  but  also  in  deportment. 

4.  No  one  shall  play  on  any  team  who  shall  use  tobacco 
in  any  form  during  the  season  of  the  respective  teams. 

5.  The  eligibility  rules  in  regard  to  players  shall  apply 
also  to  the  managers  of  the  several  teams. 

^ ARTICLE  IX. 

All  matters  pretaining  to  athletics  in  the  Melrose  High 
School  not  covered  by  this  constitution  shall  be  decided  by 
the  Governing  Board  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  School 
Committee. 


ARTICLE  X. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Governing  Board  with  the  approval  of 
the  School  Committee. 


RULES  GOVERNING  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  ATHLETICS. 
Adopted  by  the  School  Committee,  June  29,  1908. 


I .  General  Management  and  Handling  of  Funds. 

1.  Principals  of  grammar  schools  shall  act  as 
managers  of  all  athletic  teams  connected  with  their 
schools  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  raised  and 
expended  for  athletic  purposes  in  connection  with 
the  schools  under  their  charge. 

2.  Principals  may  permit  such  organization  of 
pupils  as  they  deem  wise  for  the  purpose  of  advanc- 
ing athletic  interests  in  connection  with  their  re- 
spective schools. 

3.  Annually,  in  June,  principals  shall  submit  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  an  itemized  account 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  in  con- 
nection with  the  athletic  interests  of  their  respective 
schools. 
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4.  No  pupil  in  the  Melrose  Grammar  Schools  shall 
solicit  money  for  athletic  purposes  in  the  name  of 
the  schools,  or  assist  in  any  way  in  raising  funds  for 
such  purpose,  without  permission  from  the  principal 
of  the  school  of  which  the  pupil  is  a member. 

II.  Membership  of  School  Teams.  ^ 

1.  Any  pupil  who  wishes  to  play  upon  an  athletic 
team  connected  with  the  Melrose  Grammar  Schools 
must  maintain  a monthly  standing  of  a least  “pas- 

' sable”  both  in  scholarship  and  in  deportment;  and 

no  pupil  shall  play  on  any  such  athletic  team  who 
shall  use  tobacco  in  any  form  during  the  season  of 
the  team  upon  which  he  may  be. 

2.  Pupils  who  play  upon  any  Melrose  Grammar 
School  team  must  be  members  of  the  school  with 
which  the  team  is  connected. 

III.  Contests. 

1.  Principals  are  empowered  to  arrange  such  ath- 
letic contests  between  their  respective  schools  as 
they  deem  wise, — provided,  however,  that  foot-ball 
and  basket-ball  contests  shall  not  be  permitted. 

2.  Principals  are  empowered  to  arrange  such  ath- 
letic contests  with  outside  teams  as  they  deem  wise 
with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

3.  Schedules  of  all  contests  must  be  filed  at  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

As  a result  of  the  foregoing  action  of  the  Committee  the 
athletic  interests  in  our  schools  today  are  on  a sound  basis  in 
that  they  are  contributory  to  the  intellectual,  physical,  and 
moral  upbuilding  of  the  pupils. 

While  I am  gratified  with  what  has  been  accomplished 
in  this  line,  I feel  that  there  are  other  steps  to  be  taken 
that  would  distinctly,  benefit  the  athletic  interests  of  the 
schools. 

1.  Some  policy  is  needed  to  interest  more  of  the  pupils 
to  participate  in  the  athletic  sports.  To  illustrate,  in  the 
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high  school  during  the  present  year  only  154  pupils, — less 
than  one-third  of  the  membership, — are  engaged  in  any  of 
the  several  forms  of  sports,  whereas  it  would  be  beneficial  if 
nearly  all  could  be  enlisted  in  some  form  of  physical  activity. 

2.  Another  need  is  for  a gymnasium  for  in-door  work. 
This  will  be  met  when  the  proposed  addition  to  the  high  school 
building  is  completed. 

3.  It  would  greatly  advance  the  interests  of  our  school 
sports  if  there  were  an  enclosed  athletic  field  under  the 
control  of  the  school  department.  I am  aware  that,  under 
existing  conditions  we  cannot  expect  to  secure  an  appropria- 
tion from  the  public  funds  for  such  a purpose;  but  I believe 
that  the  Committee  would  do  well  to  bring  this  need  to  the 
attention  of  the  Alumni  of  the  high  school. 

4.  I am  convinced  that  a regular  director  of  athletics  is 
needed  in  the  schools,  if  the  best  results  in  this  direction  are 
to  be  secured;  and,  inasmuch  as  the  athletic  interests  of  the 
schools  are  now  under  the  general  direction  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, it  seems  to  me  proper  that  the  Board  consider  whether 
or  not  in  some  way  such  an  official  may  not  be  secured. 

EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

Sec.ll,  Chap.  42,  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  the  Common- 
mealth  reads  as  follows: — “Any  town  may,  and  every  city 
or  town  of  ten  thousand  or  more  inhabitants  shall,  maintain 
annually  evening  schools  for  the  instruction  of  persons  over 
fourteen  years  of  age  in  orthography,  reading,  writing,  the 
English  language  and  grammar,  geography,  arithmetic,  in- 
dustrial drawing,  both  free  hand  and  mechanical,  the  history 
of  the  United  States,  physiology  and  hygiene,  and  good  be- 
havior. Such  other  subjects  may  be  taught  in  such  schools 
as  the  school  committee  consider  expedient.” 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  for  1898,  atten- 
tion was  called  to  this  statute.  I have  not,  however,  urged 
compliance  with  its  requirements  heretofore  because,  until 
recently,  so  little  demand  has  been  made  by  our  citizenship 
for  evening  instruction  of  the  nature  contemplated  in  the  law 
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that  it  has  seemed  more  economical  to  arrange  for  the  at- 
tendance of  such  as  wished  evening  school  wmrk  either  at 
Malden  or  Wakefield  where  evening  schools  were  maintained. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  such  arrangement  met  the  spirit  of  the  law. 

During  the  season  of  1907-1908,  we  had  15  pupils  in  at- 
tendance at  the  Malden  evening  schools  and  4 pupils  at  the 
Wakefield  evening  school.  During  the  present  season  permits 
have  been  granted  36  pupils  to  attend  at  Malden  and  2 at 
Wakefield. 

The  evident  growing  demand  among  our  citizens  for 
evening  school  instruction  leads  me  to  believe  that  there  is  a 
present  need  in  this  respect  that  requires  the  Committee  to 
consider  carefully  the  advisability  of  maintaining  an  evening 
school  during  the  coming  fall  and  winter. 

SPECIAL  SCHOOLS. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1907, 1 stated, — “That  one  great 
source  of  waste  in  the  administration  of  schools  is  the  presence 
in  the  regular  classes  of  pupils  who  are  not  amenable  to  the 
ordinary  discipline  of  the  schools  and  of  those  w^ho  are  men- 
tally unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  regular  class  work,’^  and 
I suggested  that  “In  the  interest  of  the  schools  as  a whole, 
such  pupils  ought  to  be  segregated  in  special  rooms  under  the 
charge  of  teachers  who  are  peculiarly  qualified  to  direct  and 
assist  them  and  where,  therefore,  they  may  receive  that  train- 
ing which  they  need  to  promote  their  best  development.” 

This  suggestion  was  referred  to  a special  committee  for 
consideration.  December  14,  1908,  this  committee  reported 
that  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  at  present  to  establish  such 
schools. 

Notwithstanding  this  report  the  subject  is  one  of  such 
vital  importance  to  efficiency  and  economy  in  educational 
effort  that  I desire  again  to  lay  the  matter  before  you  and  to 
urge  that  it  receive  the  full  and  careful  consideration  which 
its  importance  warrants. 

The  argument  for  special  rooms  for  pupils  who  are  slo^ 
or  deficient  in  mentality  rests  upon  two  considerations. 
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1.  The  child  who  is  mentally  deficient  or  abnormally 
slow  in  his  intellectual  processes  has  individual  rights  in  the 
matter  of  school  instruction  w^hich  cannot  be  assured  in  the 
regular  class-room  work  in  our  public  schools.  " Discussing 
this  point,  James  P.  Haney,  M.D.,  Supervisor  of  Manual  Train- 
ing in  New  York  City,  says; — “The  child  must  be  with  his 

peers The  mental  dwarf  will  not  be  aided  by 

being  made  to  stand  with  those  who  are  to  him  as  intellectual 
giants.  For  the  dull  child  special  teaching  is  necessary,  and 
it  must  be  given  by  special  teachers, — teachers  who  aim  to 
educate  and  not  to  instruct;  teachers  who  can  interpret  signs 
given  by  children  with  little  power  to  know  and  see,  and 

little  power  to  show  what  they  know  and  see 

No  single  course  and  class  for  instruction  of  both  bright  and 
dull  boys  can  be  satisfactory.  In  such  a class  the  dull  boy 
occupies  more  of  the  teacher’s  time  than  is  his  due,  and  yet, 
with  the  subject-matter  unadapted  for  him,  he  fails  of  the 
development  which  he  might  attain.  His  adequate  instruc- 
tion is  difficult,  is  practically  impossible,  under  such  circum- 
stances   A separate  class  must  be  resorted  to 

in  which  the  individual  pupil  may,  in  the  course  adapted  to 
him,  receive  individual  instruction.” 

2.  The  presence  in  regular  class-work  of  pupils  who  are 
abnormally  slow  in  mental  action  or  deficient  in  mental 
power  makes  it  impossible  to  serve  well  the  interests  of  those 
who  are  normal  in  mentality. 

With  reference  to  this  phase  of  the  argument.  Super- 
intendent Aldrich  of  Brookline  says: — “As  is  the  case  in  all 
communities,  we  have  among  our  pupils  a certain  number  of 
children  whose  needs  cannot  be  met  by  the  public  school. 
Their  presence  makes  unreasonable  demand  on  the  time  and 
energy  of  teachers,  and  involves  a measure  of  injustice  to 
the  more  fortunate  children.”  Therefore  he  suggests  that 
children  of  that  type  should  not  be  retained  in  the  regular 
class-rooms  but  should  be  placed  in  small  groups  in  special 
rooms  in  charge  of  “teachers  who  by  sympathy  and  special 
preparation  are  qualified  for  this  difficult  form  of  instruction.” 

Now,  since  the  needs  of  neither  the  bright  nor  the  dull 
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pupils  are  effectively  served  by  having  them  taught  together 
it  would  appear  wise  economy  to  form  special  classes  in  which 
to  instruct  {hose  who  are  abnormally  slow. 

For  the  benefit  of  any  who  may  question  whether  parents^ 
would  be  willing  to  have  their  children  assigned  to  a special 
class  of  this  character,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  special 
classes  for  the  mentally  deficient  in  connection  with  the 
public  schools  are  in  successful  operation  in  several  of  our 
Americaa  cities  today  and  that  wherever  such  classes  have 
been  formed  any  objection  which  was  manifested  at  first  has 
soon  disappeared  as  the  advantages  of  the  plan  became  evi- 
dent. 

It  is  equally  imperative  in  the  interest  of  efficiency  in 
the  administration  of  our  schools  that  pupils  who,  by  ordinary 
methods  of  treatment,  cannot  be  made  to  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  regular  class-room  discipline  should  be  ass'gned 
to  a special  room.  In  almost  every  class  there  are  a few  pupils 
whom  even  the  most  tactful  and  patient  teacher  finds  it  diffi- 
cult and  sometimes  impossible  to  inspire  with  a purpose  to  do 
as  they  should  in  their  work  and  conduct  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  regular  class  work.  These  not  only  exert  a de- 
moralizing influence  upon  other  pupils,  but  they  demand  an 
undue  amount  of  the  teacher’s  time  and  energy  in  order  that 
they  may  be  kept  within  bounds  of  toleration. 

With  no  special  room  to  which  such  pupils  may  be  sent, 
they  are  frequently  endured,  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  expelling 
them  from  school,  long  after  they  are  a positive  detriment  to 
the  welfare  of  other  pupils. 

In  my  judgment,  it  would  distinctly  increase  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  work  in  our  schools  if  special  rooms  should  be 
arranged  for  the  two  classes  of  pupils  pointed  out. 

VACATION  SCHOOLS. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Educational  Committee  of  the 
Melrose  Woman’s  Club  has  kindly  submitted  the  following 
report  upon  the  work  of  the  vacation  schools  which  were 
maintained  by  that  Club  during  the  summer  of  1908. 
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Mr.  F.  H.  Nickerson,  Superintendent  of  Schools.  ' 

Dear  Sir: 

In  reply  to  your  request  regarding  work  carried  on  by 
the  Educational  Department  of  the  Melrose  Woman’s  Club 
last  summer,  I submit  the  following. 

The  school  opened  July  6,  and  closed  August  14,  under 
the  direction  of  two  paid  teachers.  210  pupils  registered  and 
50  more  applied  for  admission  later,  making  an  enrollment 
of  260  pupils. 

The  departments  this  year  were  dressmaking,  sewing, 
basketry,  chairseating,  and  school  gardens. 

These  branches  were  all  practical  and  appealed  to  all  of 
the  pupils.  The  pupils  kept  up  their  interest  throughout  the 
entire  term. 

I wish  that  more  of  the  people  in  our  City  could  see  the 
children’s  faces  beaming  with  delight  as  they  enter  the  school 
room  the  opening  day  of  the  Vacation  Schools  and  note  how 
pleased  they  are  to  receive  their  admission  cards  and  how  an- 
xious they  are  to  accomplish  their  work. 

The  Vacation  School  has  come  to  stay  and  I hope  to  see 
it  identified  with  our  system  of  public  schools.

The  term  Vacation  School  suggests  an  arrangement 
whereby  for  two  or  three  hours  daily,  for  four  or  five  days  per 
week,  during  five  or  six  weeks  of  the  long  summer  vacation,, 
when  regular  school  sessions  are  suspended,  children  who  are 
compelled  to  spend  that  vacation  amid  their  usual  surround- 
ings in  the  cities  are  given  the  opportunity  to  receive  training, 
in  such  lines  as  wood-working,  nature-study,  cooking,  draw- 
ing and  color-work,  sewing  and  loom-work,  basketry,  card- 
board construction,  dressmaking,  music,  etc., — the  purpose 
of  the  idea  being  not  only,  on  the  positive  side,  to  stimulate 
the  intellectual  development  of  the  children  by  an  appeal 
to  their  activity  in  ways  well  suited  to  their  interests  and: 
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adapted  to  the  season,  but  also  to  benefit  them  on  the  negative 
side  by  supplying  enough  of  the  proper  kind  of  occupation  to 
lessen  the  chances  for  unhealthy  thoughts  and  interests  to 
possess  their  natures. 

During  the  past  ten  or  fifteen  years  the  conviction  has 
been  extending  itself  in  the  public  mind  (1)  that  something 
definite  ought  to  be  done  to  benefit  educationally  those  chil- 
dren who  are  obliged  to  pass  the  larger  part  of  the  long  sum- 
mer vacation  in  our  cities;  (2)  that  the  public  school  system 
is  the  most  natural  and  the  most  efficient  force  to  call  into 
action  in  this  work;  and  (3)  that  the  closing  of  public  school 
plants  to  usefulness  for  so  long  a period  of  the  year,  when 
there  is  important  work  to  do  for  young  people,  is  not  econo- 
mical from  the  point  of  view  of  the  highest  public  welfare. 

As  a result  of  the  growth  of  this  conviction  vacation  schools 
have  been  established  as  part  of  the  public  school  system  in 
many  communities  throughout  the  country. 

Education  is  not  simply  a matter  of  the  schools;  it  is  a- 
continuous  process,  for  better  or  worse,  in  the  life  of  an  in- 
dividual during  all  his  conscious  moments;  and  one  who  has 
studied  to  any  extent  the  conditions  surrounding  the  life  of 
the  average  child  in  an  urban  community  during  the  long 
summer  vacation  cannot  fail  to  realize  that  the  influences  of 
the  street  life,  which  to  a large  extent  is  practically  forced 
upon  children,  are  demoralizing  not  only  intellectually  but 
physically  and  morally. 

Superintendent  Greenwood  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  says: — 
''The  street  influence  unbridled  is  about  the  worst  possible 
school  of  instruction  the  child  can  enter.’^ 

Statistics  indicate  that  in  cities  in  wffiich  vacation  schools 
are  not  maintained  juvenile  misdemeanors  multiply  with 
alarming  rapidity  during  the  long  summer  vacation,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that'a  portion  of  the  young  people  are  away  during 
that  season.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  demonstrated  by  the 
reports  of  police  officials  that  wherever  vacation  schools  have 
been  established  there  has  been  a noticeable  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  trouble  given  by  youthful  offenders  during  the  sum- 
mer season. 
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These  results  indicate  that  much  of  the  misbehavior  on 
the  part  of  young  people  during  the  long  summer  vacation 
is  due  to  a lack  of  proper  interests  and  of  sufficient  opportu- 
nity to  expend  in  legitimate  ways  that  mental  and  physical 
energy  which  properly  directed  makes  for  strong  manhood 
and  womanhood  later. 

Therefore, if,  as  I conceive,  public  schools  are  supported 
to  serve  the  best ’interests  of  young  people  not  only  by  pro- 
viding instruction  in  certain  traditional  lines  of  study  but  also 
by  fitting  them,  so  far  as  possible,  to  get  from  their  environ- 
ment in  life  the  most  that  their  individual  natures  can  appro- 
priate, to  the  end  that  they  may  become  thoroughly  efficient 
social  units;  and,  if  any  considerable  number  of  young  people 
remain  in  our  cities  during  the  long  summer  vacation,  there 
would  seem  to  be  considerable  educational  waste  in  permit- 
ting expensive  school  plans  to  lie  idle  during  so  much  of  the 
time  as  is  the  general  practice  today. 

Take  for  example  our  own  City.  The  value  of  the  City’s 
permanent  investment  in  school  property, — i.e.,  lots,  build- 
ings, and  fixtures, — is  approximately  S450,000;  under  present 
conditions,  with  the  exception  of  the  use  made  of  the  build- 
ings by  the  Melrose  Woman’s  Club  in  its  vacation  school  work, 
this  expensive  plant  lies  idle  over  one-third  of  the  calendar 
year;  and,  yet,  statistics  obtained  from  thirteen  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  homes  in  the  City  indicate  that  three-fourths 
of  the  children  in  our  schools  spend  the  greater  part  of  the 
summer  vacation  in  Melrose  and  that  about  four-fifths  of 
the  parents  favor  the  idea  of  vacation  schools. 

The  belief  of  the  public  at  large  with  respect  to  vacation 
schools  is  suggested  by  the  following  facts  and  utterances; 

1.  The  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  in  1899 
stamped  its  approval  upon  vacation  schools  in  a statute  which 
reads  as  follows: — 

“The  School  Committee  of  a city  or  town  may  establish 
and  maintain  schools  to  be  kept  open  during  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  summer  vacation;  but  attendance  thereon  shall  not 
be  compulsory  or  be  considered  as  a part  of  the  school  atten- 
dance required  by  law.” 
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2.  The  latest  report  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board 
of  Education  shows  that  for  an  average  term  of  six  w^eeks  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1907,  14,359  pupils  in  the  Commonwealth 
had  the  advantages  of  vacation  school  training  at  public  ex- 
pense. 

3.  The  press  generally  speaking  has  indorsed  the  move- 
ment for  vacation  schools.  The  Boston  Globe  commenting 
editorially  upon  the  opening  of  such  schools  in  Boston  for  the 
season  of  1908  said: — ‘^The  summer  vacation  school  seems  to 
have  become  an  established  order  of  things.  More  than  60,000 
boys  and  girls  have  been  registered  in  New  York.  If  stretched 
out  in  single  file,  they  would  make  a line  20  miles  long. 

‘The  vacation  schools  ordered  by  the  Boston  School 
Board  have  opened  this  week  with  upward  of  4,000  pupils 

“Judging  by  the  course  of  instruction  laid  out,  the  good 
air  provided  and  the  general  utilities  secured,  it  w^ould  not  be 
surprising  if  the  summer  schools  should  finally  prove  as  bene- 
ficial as  the  winter.’^ 

In  the  editorial  columns  of  the  Boston  Herald  of  corres- 
ponding date  the  following  statements  appeared: — 

“That  any  children  should  be  whiling  to  attend  school  in 
the  summer  vacation  appears  strange  to  most  adults  who 
remember  their  owm  youthful  sentiments  on  the  subjects  of 
schools  and  vacations.  But  it  must  be  taken  into  account  that 
the  schools  of  today  are  not  such  schools  as  were  common 
fifty  or  even  thirty  years  ago,  where  the  process  of  education 
was  unrelieved  by  such  agreeable  means  as  have  been  intro- 
duced later.  The  ordinary  schools  are  more  apt  to  be  places 
of  pleasure  and  contentment.  The  notice  which  the  old-time 
master  nailed  to  the  door  of  the  schoolhouse,  when  vacation 
was  expiring, — “Children,  trouble  begins  next  Monday, 
would  not  be  understood  in  the  same  sense  in  these  times. 
On  the  other  hand,  for  a large  portion  of  the  children  and 
their  parents,  the  summer  vacation,  lengthened,  as  it  has  been, 
from  four  w^eeks  to  ten  w’eeks,  is  not,  in  the  cities  and  for  the 
poor,  quite  the  same  thing  that  it  used  to  be.  Parents  who 
cannot  find  employment  for  their  children,  and  must  let  them 
play  in  the  streets  or  wander  beyond  care  wuth  such  com-

panions  as  they  may  find^  have  good  reason  to  feel  that  the 
long  vacation  is  a season  of  peril,  and  often  of  loss. 

‘^The  summer  schools  are  an  inspiration  of  benevolence. 
They  save  many  boys  and  girls  from  that  aimless  idleness  or 
questionable  activity  that  demoralizes  character,  and  in  some 
degree  undoes  the  work  of  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  experi- 
ment has  not  been  long  in  practice,  but  it  makes  progress  and 
wins  favor.  In  the  beginning  it  was  sustained  by  the  benevo- 
lent. School  boards  have  in  a degree,  more  in  some  cities 
than  in  others,  adopted  it,  taking  responsibility  for  it  and  pro- 
viding for  it.  There  is  no  reason  for  supposing  that  it  will  not 
continue  as  a regular  feature  of  the  educational  work. 

^‘This  year  seven  vacation  schools  have  been  opened  in 
various  parts  of  the  City,  and  the  enrollment  of  pupils  at  the 
opening  showed  a total  of  more  than  4,000,  which  will  be 
increased.  Last  year  there  were  only  four  schools.  Because 
they  were  so  well  patronized  and  so  plainly  advantageous, 
three  additional  ones  have  been  opened 

“What  the  ultimate  development  of  the  vacation  school 
may  be  cannot  be  predicted.  It  may  be  much  more  important 
than  now  appears  probable.  It  may  become  so  clearly  an 
essential  feature  of  education  that  all  children  will  desire  to 
participate  in  its  opportunities  more  or  less.  It  may  contribute 
to  the  introduction  of  more  manual  training  into  the  regular 
schools,  thus  substantially  modifying  present  systems  of 
education.  It  may  lead  to  a system  of  all-the-year-round 
schools,  with  schemes  of  instruction  that  are  adjusted  to 
seasons,  something  like  the  scheme  of  Chicago  University, 
which  has  no  long  general  vacation.  The  experiment  is  yet 
in  its  infancy,  but  it  is  so  promising  in  its  accomplishment 
that  it  is  likely  to  have  a large  development.” 

Discussing  briefly  the  character  of  vacation  schools  in 
the  annual  report  for  1907,  I said  in  part: — “Schools  for  this 
purpose  may  well  add  to  the  manual  work,  which  is  ordinarily 
the  major  part  of  their  programs,  more  or  less  instruction  in 
the  regular  lines  of  school  work.  Every  year  more  or  less 
pupils,  on  account  of  sickness,  neglect  of  duty,  or  lack  of 
ability,  fail  to  secure  promotion  at  the  regular  time.  Some 
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of  these  at  considerable  expense  for  private  tutors  fit  themselves 
during  the  summer  vacation  to  go  on  with  their  classes  in 
September.  Others  who  would  be  glad  to  do  this  are  prevented 
by  the  inability  of  their  parents  to  stand  the  expense  for  pri- 
vate teachers.  A school  such  as  I have  indicated  maintained 
during  the  summer  at  public  expense  would  provide  opportu- 
nity for  all  such  pupils  to  make  up  their  deficiencies  and  there- 
by prevent  them  from  losing  a year’s  time  in  repeating  their 
work  in  grade. 

“Again,  there  are  more  or  less  pupils  in  any  community 
whose  home  conditions  are  such  that  they  must  leave  school 
and  become  w'-age  earners  as  early  as  the  law  w^ill  permit. 
A properly  organized  vacation  school  would  afford  oppor- 
tunity for  such  pupils  to  advance  in  their  studies  further  than 
they  otherwise  could  in  the  time  that  it  is  possible  for  them 
to  remain  in  school.” 

During  seven  weeks  of  the  summer  of  1907,  a school  for 
boys,  doing  work  of  the  character  suggested  above,  was  main- 
tained by  thie  Malden  Y.  M.  C.  A.  There  were  sessions  on 
five  days  of  the  week  from  9 to  12  a.m.,  and  such  pupils  as 
desired  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  were  taken  upon 
an  excursion  each  Saturday,  which  combined  both  pleasure 
and  educational  profit. 

Work  w^as  offered  in  the  school  similar  to  that  done  in  the 
public  schools  in  grades  five  to  nine  inclusive: — and,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  pupils  were  required  to  pay  for  their 
instruction,  either  $7.00  for  the  term  in  advance,  or  $1.25 
weekly  during  attendance,  64  boys  from  the  fifth,  sixth,  sev- 
enth, eighth,  and  ninth  grades  of  the  public  schools  were  in 
attendance.  These  pupils  represented  all  grades  of  deficiency 
in  their  work.  Some  had  been  promoted  with  conditions; 
others  failed  entirely  on  their  year’s  w^ork;  and  I am  in- 
formed by  the  principal  of  the  school  that  a large  majority 
of  them  gained  their  grades  as  the  result  of  attending  the 
summer  school  and  that  no  one  of  them  appeared  to  suffer  any 
physical  deterioration  by  his  effort. 

If  only  fifty  per  cent,  of  those  who  attended  that  school 
saved  a grade  thereby,  the  financial  gain  to  the  City  of  Malden 
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was  more  than  twice  the  amount  paid  the  instructors  for  their 
services. 

As  to  the  need  for  similar  summer  instruction  for  pupils 
of  the  public  schools  in  Melrose,  note  the  following  facts: 

1.  During  the  summer  of  1908  sixty-three  pupils  in  our 
schools  did  definite  work  under  priv-ate  instruction  either 
to  secure  a full  promotion  or  to  gain  a grade. 

2.  These  pupils  were  distributed  as  follows, — six  in 
grade  III,  eight  in  grade  IV,  six  in  grade  V,  one  in  grade 
VI,  seven  in  grade  VII,  five  in  grade  VIII,  and  thirty  in 
grade  IX. 

3.  In  addition  to  those  who  had  regular  teaching,  I 
know  that  there  were  many  other  pupils  who  would  have 
been  glad  to  do  summer  work  to  remove  deficiencies, 
but  were  prevented  by  the  cost  for  private  instruction. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  and  because,  as  I have 
suggested,  I believe  that  a child  who  must  spend  the  greater 
part  of  the  long  summer  vacation  amid  city  conditions  is 
much  better  off,  physically,  mentally,  and  morally,  to  have 
the  opportunity  to  participate  for  a portion  of  the  time  in 
organized  educative  work  than  he  is  to  be  left  largely  to  the 
unsupervised  activities  and  influences  of  the  street,  I am  led 
to  recommend  that  the  Committee  again  consider  the  desira- 
bility and  the  possibility  of  establishing  a vacation  school  as 
part  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  City. 

Enlargement  of  the  High  School  Building. 

The  question  of  the  enlargement  of  the  high  school 
building  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional  school  ac- 
commodations, which  has  been  under  consideration  at  diff- 
erent times  during  the  past  four  years,  has  at  last,  I trust, 
been  settled.  By  a decisive  referendum  vote  at  the  City  elec- 
tion of  1907  the  appropriation  of  S75,000  for  the  proposed 
enlargement  was  approved  and  as  the  result  of  a second  re- 
ferendum vote  in  December,  1908,  the  appropriation  of  $3,000 
additional  for  that  purpose  was  also  approved. 

Contracts  for  the  enlargement  have  been  placed  and  it 
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is  expected  that  the  additions  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  January,  1910. 

Music,  Drawing,  and  Manual  Training. 

For  the  character  of  the  work  done  in  the  special  lines 
of  music,  drawing,  and  manual  training,  I refer  you  to  the 
following  reports  of  the  supervisors  of  these  subjects. 

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Nickerson,  Supt.  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I submit  the  following 
report  regarding  the  work  in  music  for  the  year  1908-1909. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  plan  of  music 
in  our  schools  during  the  past  year. 

A remarkable  degree  of  interest  is  manifested  throughout 
the  grades  and  many  gratifying  results  have  been  obtained. 

The  upper  grammar  grades,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
text-books,  are  greatly  enjoying  supplementary  three  and 
four-part  song  books. 

The  High  School  chorus,  although  somewhat  smaller 
than  last  year,  is  doing  good  work.  The  High  School  orchestra 
is  larger  than  ever  and  both  boys’  and  girls’  Glee  Clubs  meet 
weekly  and  are  doing  satisfactory  work  as  in  previous  years. 

The  Supervisor  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Superintendent  and  Committee  for  their  kindness  and  to  ex- 
press to  teachers  and  pupils  his  appreciation  of  the  helpfulness 
and  kindly  spirit  -in  which  he  is  always  received  in  all  class 
rooms.

Report  of  Acting  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Nickerson,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: — 

In  response  to  your  request  I wish  to  submit  the  following 
report  on  the  drawing  for  the  year  1908-19(>9. 
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The  general  line  of  work  undertaken  has  been  as  follows: — 
Nature  Drawings  Color,  Constructive  Drawing,  Pictorial 
Drawing,  and  Design. 

In  Nature  Drawing  our  aim  is  to  train  the  powers  of  ob- 
servation and  to  develop  in  each  child  a knowledge  of  the 
elements  of  beauty  and  facility  in  drawing. 

In  the  first  three  grades  the  aim  is  to  lead  the  pupils  to 
observe  and  express  the  most  obvious  facts  of  growth.  We 
have  used  for  our  subjects  the  simple  spring  flowers,  and  in 
the  fall  the  sedges,  seed  packs,  and  vegetables.  They  were 
drawn  with  colored  crayons. 

In  grades  4,  5 and  6 we  have  studied  the  early  spring 
flowers,  and  in  the  fall  the  single  leaf,  sprays  of  leaves  and  seed 
packs,  showing  proportion  and  foreshortening  of  parts. 

In  the  higher  grades  the  structure  and  texture-  of  the 
specimens  have  been  studied.  Spring  and  fall  flowers,  and 
fruits  were  used  as  subjects.  The  pencil  and  brush  were  used 
as  mediums  of  expression  from  grade  4 to  grade  9 inclusive. 

In  the  study  of  color  our  aim  is  to  have  pupils  know  when 
colors  are  in  tune,  and  to  use  them  harmoniously. 

In  grades  1,  2,  and  3 the  spectrum  always  interests  the 
children,  and  they  have  been  led  to  see  the  six  primary  colors 
in  their  order.  Collections  of  specimens  similar  to  the  spectrum 
colors  have  been  made.  The  gradation  of  colors,  light  and 
dark,  and  their  names,  tints  and  shades  have  been  taught. 

In  grades  4,  5,  and  6 color  scales  in  five  and  seven  tones, 
and  also  their  hues  have  been  made.  Application  of  the  above 
knowledge  has  been  made  to  tiles. 

In  grades  7,  8,  and  9 the  work  of  the  previous  grades  has 
been  reviewed  and  scales  in  complimentaries  and  harmonies 
have  been  made,  and  applied  to  rugs. 

In  pictorial  drawing  our  aim  is  to  lead  each  child  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  thing  to  be  drawn  and  to  develop  the  power 
to  judge  correct  relation  of  positions  and  proportion. 

In  grades  1,  2,  and  3 common  objects  are  drawn  from 
object  and  from  memory.  Rhymes  and  sports  appropriate 
to  the  season  are  illustrated.  Freehand  paper  cutting  of  the 
same  has  been  made.

In  grades  4,  5 and  6,  proportions,  grouping,  the  effects 
of  distance,  of  foreshortening  and  of  change  in  level,  of  objects 
based  on  the  sphere  and  hemisphere  have  been  studied. 
Common  objects  similiar  to  the  tumbler  or  bowl  have  been 
used  as  themes  for  lessons. 

In  grades  7,  8 and  9 a review  of  the  work  in  the  previous 
grades,  and  the  effects  of  distance  and  of  foreshortening,  in- 
volving two  sets  of  retreating  edges  are  undertaken.  In- 
visible edges,  axes  and  diagonals,  in  single  objects  and  in 
groups  are  studied  as  aids  towards  better  drawing. 

Unity  in  grouping  and  effective  rendering  are  two  im- 
portant subjects  under  this  phase  of  work. 

The  aim  in  constructive  drawing  is  to  teach  the  pupils 
accuracy. 

Im  the  first  three  grades  the  use  of  the  ruler  was  taught. 
Also  the  simple  measurements  of  one  inch  and  one-half  inch. 
Simple  objects  involving  those  dimensions  have  been  made. 
Such  constructive  work  as  folding  and  cutting  furniture  for 
a doll  house,  an  Indian  village,  a lighthouse  have  been  made. 

Freehand  practice  of  horizontal,  vertical,  oblique  lines, 
angles,  a square  and  oblongs  in  all  positions  has  been  under- 
taken in  grades  4,  5 and  6.  Also  the  measurements  of  one- 
fourth  inch  and  one-eighth  inch  have  been  taught.  The 
simplest  problems  in  descriptive  geometry  have  been  taught 
and  then  applied  to  the  construction  of  boxes  or  baskets 
to  be  used  at  Christmas. 

In  grades  7,  8 and  9 a review  of  dimensions  has  been 
made. 

Simple  problems  in  geometry  have  been  taught  and  ap- 
plied to  boxes  or  baskets. 

In  design  the  aim  is  to  impart  a knowledge  of  fundamental 
principles,  a trained  taste  and  a certain  amount  of  skill  in 
producing  a design. 

Simple  ornaments  derived  from  flowers  have  been  made 
and  applied  in  borders  and  surfaces,  repetition  and  alterna- 
tion also  has  been  taught  in  the  first  three  grades. 

In  grades  4,  5 and  6,  designs  have  been  made  and  applied 
to  penwipers,  brush  broom  cases,  match  safes,  pencil  boxes,, 
etc. 
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In  grade  7,  8 and  9 the  same  idea  is  carried  out  as  in  the 
previous  grades.  Brass  candle  shades,  trays,  blotter  corners, 
brush  broom  cases  have  been  made  and  decorated  with  suitable 
design.  The  art  of  making  stencils  has  been  taught  and  ap- 
plied to  cushions,  scarf  ends,  book  covers  and  table  covers. 

The  work  in  the  High  School  is  a continuation  of  that 
carried  on  in  the  grades. 

The  first  eight  weeks  in  the  fall  were  devoted  to  Plant 
Drawing.  The  students  drew  from  specimens  which  were 
collected  around  this  locality. 

The  first  year  the  drawings  were  rendered  in  pencil  only, 
for  accent  in  the  details  of  structure.  Shape  and  outline  were 
studied  in  the  second  year.  Mediums  used  were  the  pencil, 
and  black  and  white. 

In  the  third  year  form  and  shape,  composition  and 
arrangement  were  studied  with  a review  of  the  previous  years. 
The  drawings  were  rendered  in  the  same  mediums  as  previous 
years  with  color  and  pastels  added. 

In  design  we  have  created  designs  for  stencils,  which  have 
been  applied  to  scarfs,  sofa  pillows,  curtains,  table  covers, 
and  magazine  covers.  In  tooled  leather,  bags,  table  mats, 
bill  folders,  card  cases,  and  belts  have  been  made.  Lamp 
shades  and  blotter  corners  have  been  made  from  brass.  In 
every  instance  the  design  has  been  original  and  made  to  fit 
the  space. 

Following  designs  are  model  drawing  and  cast  drawing. 

In  the  first  year  shapes  are  studied  in  single  and  simple 
groups. 

Pencil  and  pastel  are  the  mediums. 

In  the  second  year  shape  and  form  are  studied.  The  draw- 
ings are  rendered  in  pencil,  flat  washes  and  color. 

In  the  third  year  shape  and  form  are  studied  with  charcoal 
for  light  and  shade.  Water  color  is  also  used  for  a medium. 

In  the  fourth  year  the  time  is  spent  in  drawing  from 
cast  and  from  groups  of  models  which  are  suggestive  of  some 
theme.  Still  Life  in  water  color  has  also  been  undertaken. 

Pose  drawing  and  pencil  rendering  are  to  follow  model 
drawing. 
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The  work  in  mechanical  drawing  is  composed  of  Freehand, 
Descriptive  Geometry,  Projection,  Orthographic  Projection, 
Machine  Drawing  and  some  architecture. 

My  time  is  apportioned  as  follows: 

Two  days  a week  are  spent  in  the  High  School  and  three 
in  the  grades  below.  This  enables  me  to  visit  each  grade  once 
in  two  weeks. 

To  help  the  teachers  to  become  better  fitted  for  their 
work  in  this  line,  lessons  on  Design  and  Model  Drawing  are 
given  every  other  Wednesday. 

During  the  spring  Mr.  F.  L.  Burnham,  Agent  of  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  Promotion  of  Manual  Arts,  was 
secured  to  address  the  teachers  on  Design  and  Its  Applica- 
tion.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Nickerson,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: — 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I have  prepared  the 
following  report  of  our  manual  training. 

Five  years  ago  manual  training  became  a part  of  the 
school  work  in  Melrose.  The  beginning  was  made  with  card 
board  for  both  boys  and  girls  in  the  sixth  grades,  sewing  for 
the  girls  and  woodwork  for  the  boys  in  grades  seven  , eight 
and  nine.  The  work  in  the  three  upper  grades  has  advanced 
along  its  own  lines,  and  has  been  extended  down  through  the 
lower  grades  until  now  we  have  some  hand  work  in  each 
grade. 

The  aim  in  manual  training  is  not  for  manual  dexterity 
as  an  end  in  itself,  but  that,  through  the  training  in  manual 
expression,  a broader  mental  and  physical  development  may 
be  secured. 

I have  planned  the  work  in  the  grades  below  the  sixth 
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with  Miss  Coyle,  the  supervisor  of  drawing,  but  she  has  had 
charge  of  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  the  work. 

The  general  plan  is  to  teach  the  child  to  use  the  hands 
and  brain  together;  to  learn  the  standards  of  measure  suitable 
to  the  several  grades;  to  use  the  tools  suitable  for  the  grades; 
and  to  recognize  the  type  forms  and  construct  them  as  he 
needs  them.  Problems  suited  to  the  age  and  ability  of  the 
children  of  the  several  grades  have  been  worked  out  quite 
successfully. 

In  grades  one  and  two  doll  houses  were  made  and  in 
grade  three  the  Indian  village.  In  grades  four,  five  and  six 
cardboard  work  was  used  in  connection  with  the  applied 
design. 


Sewing. 

The  regular  teachers  teach  the  sewing  in  the  three  upper 
grades.  I plan  the  work  and  assist  the  teachers  by  meetings 
and  carefully  prepared  directions  for  each  kind  of  sewing 
and  its  application.  I visit  the  rooms  and  inspect  the  sewing. 
There  is  a good  text-book  on  sewing  in  each  building,  and  I 
reserve  some  time  each  week  for  the  teachers  who  wish  extra 
help.  The  following  are  the  outlines  for  grades  seven  and  eight 
which  we  are  using  this  year. 

Grade  Seven. 

1 . Make  case  to  hold  work. 

Baste,  hem,  oversew,  stitch,  overcast,  make  tape 
loops,  sew  on  button,  stitch  name  on  tape,  sew  on 
tape  to  case. 

2.  Hemmed  on  patch  in  cotton. 

3.  Cross-stitched  patch  in  flannel. 

4.  Make  work  apron. 

5.  Stocking  darning. 

6.  Overcast  buttonhole. 

7.  Work  button  hole. 

8.  Have  the  girls  understand  something  about  the  growth 
and  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woolen  cloth. 
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Grade  Eight. 

1.  Choice  of  simple  corset  cover  and  dress  for  small  child. 

2.  Darning  in  cotton. 

3.  Darning  in  woolen  cloth  with  ravellings. 

4.  Stitched  in  patch. 

5.  Buttonhole,  loops  and  eyelets. 

6.  - Single  and  double  feather  stitch. 

7.  Review  stocking  darning. 

8.  Manufacture  of  silk  and  linen  cloth. 

Grade  Nine. 

The  outline  for  this  grade  is  being  revised  this  year.  The 
first  piece  of  work  was  a towel.  One  end  was  hemstitched, 
for  the  other  an  initial  and  scollop  was  designed  and  vrorked. 
The  girls  are  now  doing  some  simple  drawn  work.  Later  in 
the  year  we  shall  do  some  more  applied  design  using  the  stencil 
and  embroidery. 

The  teachers  are  allowed  to  take  some  time  at  Christmas 
for  the  girls  to  make  simple  gifts  to  take  home.  The  work  is 
kept  simple  for  grades  seven  and  eight,  pin  and  needle  cases, 
handkerchief  cases,  different  kinds  of  bags  and  work  cases 
being  made.  In  the  ninth  grade  the  drawing  and  sewing  w'ere 
combined  and  larger  pieces  were  made,  including  shopping 
bags,  magazine  covers,  book  covers,  and  sofa  pillow^s.  The 
girls  will  study  the  principles  and  history  of  w^eaving. 

Woodwork. 

The  boys  have  had  some  practice  in  drawing  and  reading 
the  mechanical  drawings  both  in  their  drawing  and  in  the 
cardboard  before  they  reach  the  seventh  grade.  It  is  con- 
tinued in  this  grade,  they  work  either  from  their  owm  draw- 
ings or  from  blue  prints. 

The  first  work  in  the  seventh  grade  is  very  simple  and 
only  a few  tools  are  used.  The  form  work  and  straight 
work  alternate  for  several  pieces  and  then  the  tw’o  are  com- 
bined in  one  piece.  The  boys  are  taught  to  use  nails  and  screws. 
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One  piece  of  applied  design  is  planned  for  this  grade.  The 
following  is  the  outline  I am  using  this  year  as  a guide  for  my 
work.

Grade  Eight. 

The  first  work  of  this  grade,  the  coat  hanger,  is  very 
simple  but  it  gives  a good  review  of  the  tools  and  work  of  grade 
seven.  It  is  simple  enough  for  a boy  of  this  grade  who  has 
had  no  previous  work.  The  box  and  its  construction  is  studied 
and  a box  made.  Quite  a number  of  the  boys  have  substituted 
the  bird  house  and  cart  for  the  box.  Gouging  is  also  taken  in 
this  grade.  Applied  design  is  used  in  connection  with  the 
paper  knife  and  blotting  pad.  The  top  of  the  blotting  pad  is 
designed  and  worked  out  in  copper,  brass,  or  wood  as  the  boy 
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prefers.  No  large  pieces  are  made  in  this  grade.  The  follow“- 
ing  outline  is  being  used  this  year.

Grade  Nine. 

The  first  work  of  this  grade  is  the  glued  joint  and  it 
is  a good  review  and  a fine  te^t  of  a boy’s  workmanship. 
The  second  piece  is  an  applied  design  for  a book-rack  with  a 
choice  of  joints,  dovetail,  key  or  hinge.  The  third  piece  re- 
views the  gouging  and  offers  a chance  for  applied  design,  but 
does  not  require  it.  After  this  I wish  the  boys  to  take  the 
lead  and  plan  their  own  work  as  far  as  they  are  able.  Large 
pieces  may  be  made  when  there  is  time  and  the  boy  wishes 
to  pay  for  his  wood.  The  boys  do  staining  and  polishing  in 
this  grade.  They  also  study  about  the  growth  of  a tree  and 
the  method  of  sawing  the  tree  and  preparing  it  for  commercial 
lumber.  Last  year  a number  of  large  pieces  were  made  in- 
cluding, large  book  cases,  music  cabinet,  mineral  cabinet, 
medicine  cabinets,  library  table  with  book  case  ends,  revolv- 
ing book  case,  utility  box,  and  taborets.  Several  boys  made 
frames  for  their  diplomas  and  more  are  making  them  this.- 
year.

Changes  in  School  Committee. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  membership  of  the^ 
Committee  during  the  past  year.  Dr.  E.  C.  Fish,  whose  term 
of  office  was  to  expire  December  31,  1910,  resigned  to  take 
effect  December  31,  1908.  Dr.  Fish  had  given  four  years  of 
intelligent  service  to  the  schools  and  resigned  on  account  of 
the  pressure  of  work  in  his  profession. 

Mr.  George  H.  Hill,  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  1908,. 
whose  term  of  office  expired  December,  1908,  declined  to  be 
a candidate  for  re-election.  Mr.  HilPs  service  upon  the 
Board  extended  over  a period  of  eight  and  one-half  years  and 
was  characterized  by  earnest  and  effective  endeavor  to  ad- 
vance good  working  conditions  in  the  schools. 
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At  a meeting  of  the  School  Committee  held  December  31, 
the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  in  recognition  of  Mr. 
HilPs  service  to  the  City. 

“Whereas,  tonight  marks  the  termination  of  the  long, 
honorable  and  useful  service  of  our  Chairman,  Mr.  George  H. 
Hill, 

Resolved]  That  the  School  Committee  of  Melrose  takes 
this  occasion  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  his  unfailing 
courtesy  as  a presiding  officer,  his  zeal  for  the  progress  of 
education  and  his  untiring  energy  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

Resolved]  That  in  so  recording  its  esteem  for  its  retiring 
Chairman,  the  Committee  discharges  a duty  not  alone  to  it- 
self but  for  the  citizens  of  Melrose,  who  have  been  for  many 
years  under  obligations  to  him,  both  in  council  and  in  action/^ 

Dr.  Lowell  F.  Wentworth  and  Elmer  0.  Goodridge,  who 
have  been  elected  to  membership  in  the  Committee  in  place 
of  Mr.  Hill  and  Dr.  Fish,  are  well  equipped  to  render  good 
service  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  city. 

Conclusion. 

On  the  whole,  I feel  that  the  work  of  the  year  has  been 
steadily  advancing.  Nothing  revolutionary  or  sensational 
has  been  accomplished  or  attempted.  The  work  has  not  been 
directed  w th  a view  to  advertise  the  system  but  to  meet  the 
real  needs  of  our  young  people,  and  whatever  measure  of  suc- 
cess in  this  direction  has  been  accomplished  is  attributable 
largely  to  the  fact  that,  with  few  exceptions,  all  of  the  forces 
connected  with  the  administration  of  the  schools  have  worked 
together  harmoniously  and  unselfishly  for  the  advancement 
of  the  children's  welfare.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


January  1st,  1909. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  Mel- 
rose, Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: — 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  herewith  its 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908. 

Membership. 

Mr.  Edmund  L.  Grundy  resigned  from  the  board  to  be- 
come a member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  Mr.  Grundy,  from 
his  previous  work  as  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  from  his 
thorough  knowledge  of  plumbing  matters  was  of  great  value 
to  the  board  and  to  the  city  and  his  associates  regretted  his 
transfer  to  another  field  of  activity.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr. 
Fred  H.  Rounds,  who  together  with  Clarence  P.  Holden,  M.D., 
and  Arthur  A.  Hayden,  Esq.,  constituted  the  board. 

Organization. 

The  Board  organized  with  Clarence  P.  Holden,  Chairman, 
Fred  H.  Rounds,  a member  of  board  of  Examiners  of  Plumbers, 
Miss  Grace  A.  Colby,  Clerk;  John  T.  Barker,  Inspector  of 
Plumbing  and  Sanitary  Inspector;  Dr.  F.  P.  Sturges,  V.S., 
Inspector  of  Animals  and  Food  Products;  W.  S.  Briry,  Ph.G. 
Inspector  of  Milk  and  Vinegar;  Dr.  A.  E.  Small  and  Dr.  R.  R. 
Stratton,  Medical  Inspectors  of  Schools. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  have  been  held  Tuesday 
evenings  as  heretofore  and  special  meetings  when  necessary. 

Contagious  Disease. 

During  the  year  89  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  to 
the  board  of  Health.  These  were  probably  due  to  contact  with 
other  cases,  there  being  no  evidence  of  milk  infection.  The 
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number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year  was  58  and  a 
careful  study  of  these  cases,  both  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria, 
shows  that  a considerable  number  of  ‘‘secondaries’’  occurred  in 
the  same  family  from  faulty  isolation  of  the  patient  and  very 
few  outside  the  family  after  the  case  was  reported  and  quaran- 
tined. “Secondaries”  from  too  early  discharge  or  defects  of 
terminal  disinfection  were  also  small,  but  the  number  of  cases 
infected  from  themild,  unrecognized,  and  therefore  unreported 
case,  was  very  large  and  constituted  the  chief  difficulty  of  the 
situation. 

To  emphasize  the  necessity  of  early  recognition  of  the 
mild  case,  the  board  issued  the  following  circular  through  the 
school  children  within  that  part  of  the  city  most  affected  and 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years  it  was  deemed  wise  to  close 
a school  on  account  of  contagious  disease.  This  was  done  as 
much  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of  careful  supervision  of 
throat  cases  on  the  part  of  parents  rather  than  from  any  fear 
of  lack  of  control  in  the  schools.  The  whole  number  of  cases 
due  to  exposure  in  the  schools  was  not  as  large  as  generally 
supposed.  Of  scarlet  fever,  18  may  be  attributed  immediately 
to  exposure  in  the  schools  as  against  71  elsewhere,  and  of 
diphtheria  22  as  against  36  elsewhere.  During  the  early  part  of 
the  year  there  was  a large  number  of  cases  of  measles,  which  as 
usual  affected  the  younger  children  in  the  public  schools. 

Circular  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health. 


Office  of  the  Board  of  Health,  City  of  Melrose, 
October  19,  1908. 

To  Parents  and  others  having  the  care  of  Children, — 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  serious  condition  exist- 
ing in  the  Horace  Mann  school,  owing  to  the  considerable 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  many  of  them  of  so  mild  a type 
as  not  to  attract  serious  attention.  The  present  epidemic 
began  with  a mild,  unrecognized  case  and  to  the  same  cause 
we  may  attribute  its  continuance.  Every  case  of  sickness 
having  a sore  throat  or  swollen  glands  of  ihe  neck  or  a nasal 
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discharge  with  raw  edges  of  the  nose,  should  either  be  re- 
ferred to  a physician  or  to  the  board  of  health  for  examina- 
tion. A child  presenting  any  of  these  symptoms  should  not 
be  sent  to  school,  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  associate  with 
other  children.  So  far  many  of  the  cases  have  been  mild 
but  a mild  case  is  just  as  liable  to  communicate  the  most 
dangerous  type  of  the  disease  as  a more  serious  case,  and, 
as  you  will  see,  is  a much  greater  menace  to  the  community.

Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  being  now  classed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  as  among  the  list  of  communicable  diseases,  this  board 
has  been  obliged  to  assume  the  care  of  some  of  these  cases. 
During  the  whole  year  one  case  was  maintained  at  Rutland, 
which  returned  much  improved  and  capable  of  maintaining  him- 
self and  family.  Some  aid  was  given  several  other  hopeless  cases 
in  their  last  days,  one  case  which  had  a settlement  in  Melrose, 
being  maintained  at  the  State  Hospital. 

The  board  has  received  more  general  reports  of  cases  than 
in  any  previous  year,  but  there  is  still  lacking  a full  registra- 
tion of  all  cases  in  the  city. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 

Medical  inspection  of  schools  has  been  followed  out  in 
about  the  same  manner  as  in  the  previous  year.  There  has 
been  a great  deal  of  work  and  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  board 
that  without  the  aid  of  medical  inspection  there  would  have 
been  a much  larger  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diph- 
theria. The  work  has  hardly  advanced  beyond  the  first  stage 
of  medical  inspection  in  the  schools,  viz.,  the  recognition  of 
acute  cases  and  communicable  skin  diseases.  There  is  a much 
larger  field  which  ought  to  be  covered,  including  the  examina- 
tion of  the  general  physical  condition  of  the  pupil,  especially 
as  to  teeth,  throat,  nose  and  hearing  and  it  is  hoped  that  the

public  will  in  time  appreciate  the  value  of  this  work  and  be 
willing  to  provide  suitable  remuneration  for  it. 

The  board  desires  at  this  time  to  place  on  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  Dr.  M.  J.  Dalton,  deceased 
during  his  term  of  office  as  medical  inspector  of  schools.  As  a 
physician  he  was  skilful  and  careful,  as  an  official  he  w^as  cour- 
teous and  efficient,  as  a citizen  he  was  ever  alive  to  the  public 
interests  and  his  untimely  death  is  a loss  not  only  to  those 
with  whom  he  was  brought  into  immediate  contact,  but  to  the 
city  at  large. 

The  following  cases  of  disease  were  reported  to  the 
school  physicians  for  examination  and  many  of  them  were 
treated  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  health.

Isolation  Hospital. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  cases  requiring  treat- 
ment, it  was  deemed  wise  again  to  open  the  Contagious  Hospi- 
tal, since  the  board  could  care  for  these  cases  there  at  a lower 
cost  than  by  sending  them  to  the  Malden  Hospital.  It  is  the 
judgment  of  the  board  that  the  hospital  should  be  somewhat 
enlarged  and  needed  improvements  made,  with  a view  of  its 
permanent  use  as  a Contagious  Hospital. 
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The  hospital  has  been  open  163  days  during  the  year, 
caring  for  28  patients  at  a cost  of  $978.19.  The  average  cost 
per  day  per  patient  was  $1.44.

Of  these  seventy  six  (76)  cases  scared  for,  49  had  a set- 
tlement in  Melrose,  12  in  other  cities  and  towns,  10  had  no 
settlement  in  Massachusetts  and  5 settlements  not  determined. 
Of  those  cared  for  at  the  Melrose  Isolation  Hospital,  4 had 
cr^re  also  at  the  Malden  Isolation  Hospital. 

Vaccination. 

Thirty  successful  vaccinations  were  performed  at  the 
office  of  the  board  of  health  and  seventy  certificates  of  vaccina- 
tion issued  to  children  vaccinated  elsewhere,  for  admittance  to 
school. 

Vaccine  virus  has  been  received  from  the  State  board  of 
health  as  heretofore  and  distributed  to  physicians  requesting 
it.  Thirty-two  returns  of  successful  vaccination  were  made  to 
the  office  by  physicians  using  this  vaccine.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Milk 
and  Vinegar 


• The  Inspector  of  Milk  the  past  year  has  inspected  for  the 
city  and  its  citizens  over  100  samples.  With  the  aid  of  the 
State  Inspector,  several  of  the  milk  dealers  have  been  prose- 
cuted in  the  Malden  court  and  at  Cambridge.  Fines  to  the 
extent  of  $1,100.00  have  been  imposed  by  the  court.  Unfor- 
tunately most  of  the  money  has  gone  to  the  county  on  appeal 
cases.  Milk  adulterated  with  coloring  matter,  milk  adultera- 
ted with  water,  milk  below  the  standard  and  skim  milk  below 
the  standard  were  the  charges  brought  and  tried  before  the 
court.  The  smallest  fine  imposed  was  $25  and  the  largest 
was  $600,  $200  each  on  three  counts,  milk  adulterated,  milk 
containing  coloring  matter  and  milk  below  the  standard. 

The  milk  sold  by  the  large  majority  of  the  milk  men  is  of 
very  good  quality  and  above  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

The  vinegar  the  past  year  has  been  of  very  good  quality 
and  up  to  the  standard.

- Distribution  Mains — Extension. 

The  length  of  new  mains  laid  during  the  year  including 
hydrant  branches  is  six  thousand  and  seventy  (6,070)  feet, 
making  a total  length  in  the  city  of  approximately  forty-nine 
and  one-half  (49.5)  miles.  Ten  additional  fire  hydrants  have 
been  placed  and  two  old  ones  replaced,  the  total  now  in  ser- 
vice being  three  hundred  and  nine  (309),  and  these  are  in- 
spected and  cared  for  by  this  department. 

Twenty-five  water  gates  have  been  placed  on  new  mains, 
and  seventeen  on  old  mams  on  account  of  relay. 

Fifty-two  new  lead  services  were  laid  during  the  year. 
Five  new  stand-pipes  for  street  sprinkling  have  been  placed, 
making  thirty-six  in  use. 

Water  Meters. 

Twenty-four  hundred  and  sixty-one  (2,461)  meters  have 
been  installed  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  thirty-five 
hundred  and  twenty  (3,520)  in  use  December  31,  1908. 

All  occupied  houses  or  buildings  are  now  metered,  and  a 
large  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  consumption  of  water, 
as  shown  by  table  on  page  . 

Meters  in  use  prior  to  1907  have  been  taken  out,  remodeled 
and  repaired,  ready  for  use  again.  All  meters  are  tested  by 
this  department  before  being  installed. 

Meters  are  read  monthly  and  notices  sent  to  water  takers 
if  an  excessive  quantity  of  water  is  being  used,  giving  them  an 
opportunity  of  having  fixtures  repaired  and  thereby  avoid 
large  excess  bills.

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HIGHWAY  DIVISION. 

Construction. 

Following  the  same  general  scheme  as  in  previous  years 
of  improving  our  main  thoroughfares,  construction  work  has 
been  done  on  Lebanon  Street  from  Forest  Street  to  Emerson 
Street,  Upham  Street  from  Lebanon  Street  to  Waverly 
Avenue,  Porter  Street  from  Main  Street  to  Merrill  Street, 
Wyoming  Avenue  from  Florence  Street  to  near  Ravine  Road, 
Melrose  Street  from  Albion  Street  to  Tremont  Street,  Chester 
Street,  and  parts  of  Cedar  Park,  Emerson  Street,  Bellevue 
Avenue,  Linwood  Avenue  and  Stratford  Road,  a total  length 
of  three  and  thirteen  one  hundredths  (3.13)  miles. 

On  Porter  Street,  the  space  from  car  track  to  edgestone 
line  being  so  narrow,  the  paving  along  rails  and  cobbles  in 
gutters  were  removed  and  a tar  macadam  pavement  coristruct- 
ed  the  whole  width  from  rail  to  edgestone  line,  that  I think  will 
prove  satisfactory.  Surplus  material  from  the  above  streets 
was  all  used  on  side  streets,  ais  follows: — Adams,  Appleton, 
Cottage,  Gould,  Greystone  Road,  Grove  Place,  Grundy, 
Larrabee,  Lynde,  North  Avenue,  Rowe,  Russell,  School,  Short, 
Sylvan  and  Whittier. 

East  Street  and  Batchelder  Street  were  improved  with 
gravel  from  Moody’s  Pit.  Total  length  of  streets  graveled  is 
one  and  thirty-three  one  hundredths  (1.33)  miles. 

On  the  easterly  side  of  Lebanon  Street,  opposite  Sylvan 
Street,  the  ledge  was  removed  and  a gravel  sidewalk  construct- 
ed from  Forest  Street  to  Park  Street. 

All  soft  coal  ashes  or  cinders  have  been  collected  from 
public  buildings  and  used  on  sidewalks  or  stored  at  City  Hall 
yard  and  used  when  wanted. 


Maintenance. 

There  are  approximately  forty-four  (44)  miles  of  public 
streets  in  the  City,  and  these  have  been  cleaned  three  times 
during  the  season,  removing  eleven  hundred  and  twelve 
(1112)  double  loads  of  dirt. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  five  hand-carts  have  been  udse 
on  the  main  streets  in  business  sections  and  around  stations, 
keeping  the  streets  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

Bridges  and  Culverts. 

Since  Melrose  Street  from  Vinton  Street  to  Warren  Street 
has  been  built,  the  traffic  on  Melrose  Street  has  been  increased, 
and  the  present  bridge  at  the  railroad  is  very  narrow,  there 
being  hardly  room  for  two  large  touring  cars  to  pass.  There 
is  but  one  plank  sidewalk  on  northerly  side,  and  a new  bridge 
should  be  constructed  of  later  design  similar  to  the  one  at 
Lynn  Fells  Parkway,  allowing  the  use  of  full  width  of  street 
and  sidewalks. 

The  wooden  coverings  of  culverts  on  Whittier  Street, 
Florence  Street  and  East  Foster  Street  should  be  replaced  by 
concrete  or  stone. 


Trees. 

Some  action  should  be  taken  to  encourage  the  systematic 
planting  of  new  trees,  as  many  have  been  killed  by  brown- 
tail  and  gypsy  moths  and  elm  tree  beetle  during  the  past  few 
years.  We  are  at  present  getting  the  benefit  of  the  forethought 
of  the  citizens  of  early  years,  and  as  the  beauty  of  the  city  de- 
pends so  much  on  its  trees  we  should  do  our  part  from  year  to 
year  for  the  future  welfare  of  Melrose.

There  have  been  7,232  linear  feet  of  new  edgestones  set 
and  1,377  linear  feet  of  edgestones  reset,  in  connection  with 
which,  when  required,  2,346  linear  feet  of  new  gutters  were 
paved  and  1,086  linear  feet  of  gutters  repaved,  making  a total 
of  1,144  sq.  yds.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Eugene  H.  Moore,  and  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen: — 

Gentlemen: — 

The  trustees  of  the  Melrose  Public  Library  present  their 
report  for  the  year  1908. 

The  library  has  sustained  a great  loss  during  the  year  in 
the  death  of  Mr.  Elbridge  H.  Goss,  which  occurred  on  October 
10th. 

From  the  year  of  its  founding  in  1873  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  with  the  exception  of  twelve  months  when  he  laid  aside 
his  duties-to  assume  a position  on  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  he 
served  the  library  with  unfailing  interest  and  devotion,  giving 
most  generously  of  his  time,  his  energy,  and  his  large  ability 
for  the  furtherance  of  all  its  interests. 

We  are  thankful  for  this  life  of  service  so  faithfully  lived,, 
and  which  was  always  an  influence  for  what  is  best  and  noblest 
in  the  life  of  a community. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  our  routine  work  during 
the  year.  The  library  has  been  open  daily  from  two  till  nine 
o’clock,  with  the  exception  of  Sundays,  legal  holidays,  and  a 
half  holiday  each  week  during  the  summer  vacation  of  the 
schools.  Meetings  of  the  trustees  have  been  held  each  month,, 
at  which,  almost  without  exception  all  members  have  been 
present. 

An  important  change  has  been  made,  however,  in  library 
administration.  On  June  1st,  after  careful  discussion  and  de- 
liberation, the  open  shelf  system  adopted  with  the  occupancy 
of  the  new  building,  was  abandoned,  and  the  use  of  the  card 
catalogues  only  for  the  selection  of  books  was  once  more 
adopted.  This  decision  was  made  by  your  trustees  with  great 
reluctance,  as  the  privilege  of  unlimited  access  to  the  shelves. 
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was  much  appreciated  by  the  library  patrons.  But  the  num- 
ber of  books  lost,  or  not  returned,  was  so  large  (about  600) 
and  was  increasing  rather  than  diminishing,  that  justice  to  the 
interests  of  the  city  demanded  a closer  surveillance  of  its  proper- 
ty than  was  possible  under  the  previous  system. 

Despite  the  radical  change,  the  number  of  books  issued 
during  the  year  was  64,632,  only  585  less  than  last  year  under 
the  freer  system. 

Very  slight  changes  only  have  occurred  in  the  percentage 
of  department  circulation. 

The  number  of  books  on  the  shelves  on  January  1st,  was 
18.347;  858  having  been  added  since  our  last  report.  This  list 
includes  about  260  in  the  class  of  fiction  and  juvenile,  the  rest 
representing  the  various  departments  of  non-fiction,  as  follows;

In  the  former  class  new  editions  of  standard  authors  have 
been  purchased,  and  in  the  latter  valuable  additions  have  been 
made  to  our  reference  library,  and  many  notable  books,  par- 
ticularly of  science  and  travel,  placed  on  the  shelves. 

One  new  bulletin  containing  1,042  titles  has  been  issued. 

A Shelf  Catalogue  which  adds  greatly  to  the  orderly  ar- 
rangement of  the  stack  room  has  been  completed. 

The  special  loan  system  for  the  High  School  has  been  con- 
tinued, and  books  suggested  by  the  teachers  as  desirable  for  the 
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pupils  have  been  purchased.  The  number  of  volumes  loaned 
was  350. 

The  juvenile  department  gains  steadily  in  patronage  and 
interest.  Lists  of  books  suited  to  the  different  ages  have  been 
carefully  prepared,  printed  on  the  neostyle,  and  distributed  in 
the  children’s  reading  room,  also  to  the  teachers  for  circulation 
among  the  pupils  in  the  grammar  grades. 

We  shall  have  to  consider  the  question  of  larger  accom- 
modations for  our  young  students  and  readers  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Duplicate  Pay  Library  has  been  continued,  the 
venture  has  been  successful  financially,  the  amount  collected 
in  fines  having  been  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  books,  and  itffias 
also  seemed  to  satisfy  in  a measure  the  large  demand  for  cur- 
rent fiction.  v ■: 

Two  courses  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  Woman’s  Club 
upon  the  Poetry  of  Robert  Browning,  and  the  Life  and  Writings 
of  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson,  given  by  the  reverend  Mr.  Ja<?kson,‘* 
and  open  to  the  public  have  been  held  in  the  Historic  aiid-Art 
Room.  This  room  has  also  been  used  for  the  meetings  of  the 
Melrose  Horticultural  and  Improvement  Society,  to  which 
the  public  is  gladly  welcomed. 

Twelve  Exhibits  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  been  given, 
and  we  are  again  indebted  to  Mrs.  Charles  C.  Barry  for  this 
generous  provision  for  the  extension  of  our  library  work  in  the 
department  of  Art. 

The  fund  fo  the  Mary  A.  Livermore  Art  Library  has  been 
completed,  and  another  year  will  bring  its  purchase  and  instal- 
lation in  the  library. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  gift  of  an  historical  engraving  of 
Boston  Common  by  Mrs.  Henry  Stone,  and  for  a valuable 
case  of  mounted  birds  by  Mr.  Harry  E.  Jefferson;  also  to  several 
friends  for  gifts  of  books  and  of  subscriptions  to  periodicals 
and  newspapers  for  the  reading  room. 

During  the  summer  the  books  and  pamphlets  issued  by  the 
government  forming  a collection  of  thiry-eight  years,  which 
were  stored  in  the  basement  were  thoroughly  examined. 
Thirty-eight  mail  sacks  were  filled  and  returned  to  Washington 
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by  request  of  authorities  there,  and  the  remainder  classified 
and  properly  arranged  on  the  shelves  in  our  basement  room. 
These  books  contain  authentic  histories  of  the  Civil  War,  the 
records  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  and  much  valuable 
data  and  information  concerning  the  industries  and  natural 
resources  of  the  country. 

We  wish  to  record  again  our  appreciation  of  the  services 
of  the  librarian  and  her  corps  of  assistants.  The  issuing  of 
more  than  64,000  books,  each  one  to  be  brought  from  the  shelf, 
its  going  out  and  its  return  noted,  is  no  small  work.  And  this 
is  only  one  of  the  many  duties  which  devolve  upon  library 
workers  of  the  present  day.  We  recognize  and  appreciate  the 
faithful  service,  quietly  and  cheerfully  performied,  by  the  lib- 
rary staff,  from  librarian  to  janitor. 

As  the  scope  of  our  work  grows  broader  we  need  each 
year  a larger  appropriation  to  meet  specific  needs. 

And  we  therefore  ask,  to  meet  the  coming  3’ear’s  demands, 
the  unexpended  balances  of  last  3^ear,  the  dog  tax  of  the 
present  year,  and  a sum  sufficient  to  make  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  Public  Library  So, 645.

Report  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pine 
Banks  Park  for  1908 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 

of  Melrose: — 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pine  Banks  Park  presents  its 
fourth  annual  report. 

Within  the  past  year  further  filling  has  been  done  on  the 
low  ground  at  the  right  of  the  entrance  to  the  Park;  about 
one  hundred  fifty  trees,  mostly  pines,  have  been  set  out;  a 
horse  lawn  mower  has  been  purchased;  two  sanitaries  and  some 
benches  have  been  placed  near  the  ball  field  and  the  Jagza 
bridge  has  been  temporarily  repaired  so  that  the  easterly  part 
of  the  Park  is  now  accessible. 

The  dam  at  the  pond  having  given  away  and  the  condition 
of  the  pond  being  such  that  some  action  was  needed,  advan- 
tage has  been  taken  of  the  dry  season  to  excavate  about  one- 
third  the  area  of  the  pond  and  much  valuable  soil  has  thus  been 
obtained.  When  the  entire  pond  has  been  fully  excavated 
it  will  be  available  for  skating  in  winter  and  much  more  at- 
tractive in  summer. 

The  play  grounds  have  been  more  liberally  used  than  ever 
before  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  additional  ball  field  will  be  ready 
for  the  coming  season.  The  general  use  of  the  Park  has  also 
largely  increased. 

Among  the  many  needs  of  the  Park  we  may  mention: — 

First: — A new  greenhouse.  This  matter  has  been  before 
mentioned  in  our  reports.  The  condition  of  the  present  green- 
house is  yearly  growing  worse. 

Second: — A stable  and  tool  house  are  more  needed  than 
ever  before. 

Third: — Owing  largely  to  the  work  of  the  gypsy  moth 
during  many  past  years  large  trees  are  dying  each  year;  we 
have  lost  a considerable  number  during  the  past  year.  The 
Trustees  feel  that  trees  should  be  purchased  in  much  larger 
numbers  than  has  been  done  in  order  that  they  may  attain 
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a growth  so  as  to  take  the  places  of  those  we  have  lost.  The 
easterly  part  of  the  Park  is  covered  largely  with  birches  and 
scrub  oaks  of  little  value.  It  is  quite  desirable,  looking  to  the 
future,  that  more  valuable  trees,  and  of  greater  variety,  should 
be  set  out  in  this  section  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  gypsy  moths  appear  to  be 
well  under  control  and  also  to  gratefully  recognize  the  efficient 
aid  the  Park  has  received  in  this  work  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.  In  order  to  hold  what  has  been  gained^ 
it  will  be  necessary  that  the  pine  trees  be  sprayed  in  the  spring 
of  1909. 

The  Trustees  recognize  that  the  Park  cannot  be  adequately 
kept  up  for  the  amount  of  money  now  annually  expended  upon 
it.  In  the  near  future  this  neglect  will  probably  become  more 
apparent  than  it  is  at  present. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  estimate  the  amount  required  for 
maintenance  for  the  ensuing  year  at  $2,000  and  recommend  a 
further  appropriation  of  $1,000.  In  addition  to  these  amounts, 
the  Trustees  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  adequately 
policing  the  Park  and  for  such  work  as  ought  to  be  done  to 
protect  the  Park  against  the  ravages  of  the  gypsy  moths. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  and  the  by-laws  are  appended.

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BY-LAWS  OF  PINE  BANKS  PARK. 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  corporation  shall  be  called  Pine  Banks  Park,  and  its 
object  shall  be  to  hold  and  maintain  forever  as  a public  park, 
the  property  known  as  Pine  Banks  Park,  situated  in  Malden 
and  Melrose.  It  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members  whose 
manner  of  election  and  terms  of  membership  are  fixed  and 
limited  by  Chapter  393  of  the  Acts  passed  by  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1905,  entitled  ‘^An  Act 
to  Authorize  the  Cities  of  Malden  and  Melrose  to  Maintain 
Pine  Banks  Park  as  a Public  Park.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  for  the  election  of 
trustees  as  prescribed  by  the  act  of  incorporation,  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  in  each  year.  Regular 
meetings  of  the  trustees  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month  except  during 
the  months  of  July  and  August.  Special  meetings  of  either 
body  may  be  called  by  the  president  or  secretary,  and  shall 
be  called  by  either  of  them  upon  the  written  request  of  three 
members.  At  any  meeting  of  either  body,  duly  notified,  three 
members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  these  by-laws,  and  thereafter  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  February  in  each  year,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  choose  from  its  members  by  ballot  a president,  vice- 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  regular  meeting  in  the  succeeding  February,  and  until 
their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified.  Vacancies  in  said 
offices,  or  any  offices,  may  be  filled  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board.

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  shall  sign, 
on  special  direction  of  the  Board,  all  official  papers. 

The  vice-president  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
president,  and  perform  such  duties  as  the  president  might 
perform  if  he  were  present. 

The  secretary  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  such  papers  of  the 
corporation  as  do  not  pertain  to  the  office  of  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  keep  true  records 
thereof.  He  shall  notify  each  member  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  by  notices  deposited  in  the  Post  Office  at  least  two  days 
before  the  time  of  said  meetings.  He  shall  notify  the  Board, 
as  early  as  may  be  practicable,  of  any  vacancies  in  its  body 
or  its  committees  and  shall  perform  all  duties  which  pertain 
to  the  office  of  a clerk  or  secretary.  His  records  and  papers 
shall  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  members 
of  the  Board. 

The  treasurer  shall  give  a bond  with  satisfactory  sureties 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  in  such  sum  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Trustees.  He  shall  have  the  care  of  all  papers 
relating  to  the  property  and  accounts  of  the  corporation,  ex- 
cept his  own  bond,  which  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the 
president,  and  shall  receive  all  moneys  or  funds  thereto  belong- 
ing, which  he  shall  deposit  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  until  he  shall  invest  or  expend  the  same  by  vote  of 
the  Board.  He  shall  keep  a correct  record  of  receipts,  invest- 
ments and  expenditures,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  any  member  of  the  board.  He  shall  render  a de- 
tailed report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation  an- 
nually in  the  month  of  .January,  and  at  other  times  when  re- 
quired. 


ARTICl.E  Y. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  these  by-laws,  and  thereafter  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  February  in  each  year,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  choose  from  the  memlers  an  executive  committee

of  three.  The  executive  committee  shall  have,  under  the  dir- 
ection of  the  Trustees,  the  general  management  and  direction 
of  the  Park. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered,  amended  or  repealed  by  a 
majority  of  the  Board  voting  in  the  affirmative  at  any  regular 
meeting,  notice  having  been  given  at  a previous  regular  meet- 
ing at  which  a quorum  was  present.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Eugene  H.  Moore: — 

Dear  Sir: — I respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908. 

Organization. 

The  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  a Chief  Engineer 
and  two  Asst.  Engineers,  seven  permanent  men  and  twenty- 
nine  call  men  and  five  temporary  call  men. 

Apparatus. 

Consists  of  one  steam  fire  engine,  one  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  four  hose  wagons,  one  Beverly  wagon,  three  double 
runner  pungs,  two  old  sleds,  12  chemical  extinguishers. 
The  coal  wagon  was  condemned  and  sold,  and  the  hose  yagon 
formerly  used  by  Hose  Co.  No.  2.  is  now  used  for  an  exercise 
wagon  for  the  Central  Station  horses,  the  apparatus  is  all  in 
good  condition. 

Horses. 

There  are  ten  horses  in  the  Department,  seven  of  which 
are  in  first-class  shape.  Three  should  be  sold  and  three  new 
ones  bought. 

Hose. 

1,550  feet  of  hose  was  purchased  during  the  year  from  the 
Eureka  Hose  Mfg.  Co.,  at  a cost  of  60  cents  per  ft.  We  now 
have  6,800  feet  of  good  hose  and  1,650  feet  poor  hose. 

Fire  Alarm. 

The  Fire  alarm  system  is  in  good  condition  with  the 
exception  that  there  is  20  miles  of  iron  wire  that  will  have  to  be- 
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replaced  by  covered  wire,  and  I recommend  that  two  hundred 
dollars  be  appropriated  yearly  for  that  purpose  so  that  at  the 
end  of  about  five  years  the  wire  would  be  all  of  the  covered 
description.  Some  of  the  iron  wire  has  been  in  use  about  21 
3"ears.  Two  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  added  the  past 
year.  Box  73,  corner  of  Ashland  and  Franklin  streets;  Box 
74,  corner  of  Frost  and  Hawes  avenue. 


Fires. 

The  department  has  answered  59  bell  alarms  and  72  still 
alarms.  3 second  alarms.  One  call  to  Chelsea  and  one  call  to 
Stoneham.  Amount  of  hose  'laid  during  year,  25,850  feet. 
Chemical  charges  used,  200.  Number  of  covers  used  8. 
Number  feet  of  ladders  used  1,354  feet.  Number  of  miles 
run,  113.  Number  of  hours  service  at  fires  128.

Report  of  the  Law  Department 


Hon.  Eugene  H.  Moore,  Mayor,  Melrose,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: — 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  I herewith  submit 
my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1908. 

There  were  pending  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1908,  to 
which  the  City  of  Melrose  was  a party,  fifty-six  suits,  one,  the 
Dyer  suit  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  one  ex- 
plosion suit  in  the  Super  or  Court  for  the  County  of  Essex,  six 
suits  in  the  Superior  Court  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  the 
rest  in  the  superior  and  district  courts  of  Middlesex  County. 

During  the  year  ten  new  suits  have  been  brought,  and  ten 
suits  disposed  of,  making  the  total  number  now  pending,  fifty- 
six,  in  most  of  which  the  City  is  the  defendant. 

Qir.te  a number  of  cases  have  come  to  trial  during  the  past 
year  and  some  of  these  are  now  pending  before  higher  courts, 
notably  the  case  of  Adm.  Dyer  against  the  City  which  has 
been  tried  through  all  of  the  courts  in  this  Commonwealth 
and  is  now  pending  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  where  it  will  probably  come  up  for  argument  some  t me 
next  fall  or  winter. 

None  of  the  so-called  explosion  suits  against  the  City,  of 
which  there  are  twenty-four  pending  in  the  various  counties, 
have  yet  come  to  trial.  I do  not  think  the  other  suits  pending 
are  of  sufficient  special  interest  to  warrant  a detailed  report  at 
this  time.  My  work  on  them  has  consisted,  in  addition  to  the 
rather  unusual  amount  of  time  required  in  court  on  the  cases 
tried,  in  keeping  track  of  the  trial  lists,  conferences  w th  op- 
posing attorneys,  preparing  answers,  preparing  for  trial  such 
suits  as  were  likely  to  be  reached  and  looking  up  facts  on  pros- 
pective suits  on  which  notice  had  been  filed,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  the  suits,  there  has  been  an 
unusually  large  number  of  matters  requiring  written  opinions 
to  the  various  departments  of  the  city  government  and  many 
orders,  takings,  drafts,  bonds,  releases,  deeds  and  ccntracts 
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have  been  prepared  by  me.  There  has  been  about  the  usual 
amount  of  legislat’ve  work,  attending  committee  hearings  in 
which  the  city  was  either  directly  or  indirectly  interested. 

The  ordinances  of  the  City  are  in  process  of  revision  and 
will  soon  be  ready  to  t ansmit  to  the  board  of  alderm.en  fcr 
their  consideration. 

I wish  to  thank  you  and  the  heads  of  departments,  upon 
whom  I have  been  obliged  to  call  from  time  to  time  for  infor- 
mation on  matters  which  arose  in  my  department  for  the 
courteous  assistance  rendered  me  in  the  performance  of  my 
duties.
